EVIL HERE NOT COHERENT. | 


Thoroughness and Self-Sacrifice Are 
Necessary. 


WAY TO MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


There was an audience of 3,000 in the 
Auditorium Theater last night to hear the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst of New York 
lecture on “ Municipal Reform.” For the 
most part the gathering was of the sort that 
might be expected ata reform meeting, but 
there were exceptions. Scattered. through 
house were the faces ofa fe * well-known gam- 
blers. Two policemen in uniform were pres- 
ent, and there were others who had come to 
see and hear the man who started the great 
upheaval in New York’s municipal affairs. 
Dr. Parkhurst lectured under the auspices of 
the Murquette club, many members of which 
as well as of the Civic Federation and other 
clubs occupied seats on the stage. 

The lecturer was introduced by President 
Charles U. Gordon of the Marquette club, 
who said the organization he represented 
stood for a pure municipality. The club felt 
proud of the large assemblage that had gath- 
ered in response to its invitation and compli- 
mented by the presence of one who had ac- 
complished so much in the way of municipal 
reform. 

Dr. Parkhurst began in a moderate tone, 
saying municipal questions were occupying 
considerable attention at the present time 
and were likely to dominate in matters of 
public interest for many years to come. Thor- 
oughness and non-partisanship in the work of 
disclosing official rascality formed the keynote 
of the discourse. He asked his hearers if they 
were ready to make the sacrifices necessary 
to carry out the work of reform in Chicago. 
He warned them the way was long and beget 
with obstacles and there was no personal re- 
ward at the end. He reviewed his own la- 
bors and those of his associates for the last 
three years, growing earnest, eloquent, and 
impassioned as he warmed to his theme. The 
applause and laughter, for at times he was 
humorous, were frequent, and, talkingon a 
subject with which he was familiar, he held 
the profound attention of his audience from 
first to last. 

Makes a Profound Impression. 


Once or twice Dr. Parkhurst was 
interrupted by a voice from the gal- 
lery, coming from one who 
apparently was not in sympathy with reform 


- ef any kind, but he paid no heed to these dis- 
courtesies. At times when he grew serious © 
and earnest the impression made on his hear“ 
@ ets was profound. Following is in substance 
Dr. Parkhurst’s address: 


“The questions that are most deeply agi- 


eg , tating the public mind this year and that will

years to come are not national ones, but 
We have peached a period that 
may be designated ‘ Phe Renaissance of the 
City.” The remarkable conceniration of 
population at urban centers has operated to

Loet me give you a little idea as to how we 


did it in New York. When we commenced 


work in February, 1892, everything was in 
the hands of the enemy; and the town in all 
its better elements eitner so asphyxiated by 
the foul miasmatic air it had been so long re- 
spiring or so appreciative of the difficulties of 
the situation as to be prostrated in the apathy 
of a supine resignation. ° 
8 Gunning for Big Game. 


I had been*requested to take the Presi- 
dency of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime vacated by the death of Dr. Howatil 
Crosby. I consented to the arrangement pro- 
vided the society would quit quibbling with 
small matters and commence gunning for big 
game. My conditions were accepted, and we 
started in. The opening gun of the campaign 
was fired in the shape of a sermon preached 
from my pulpit Feb. 14, 1802. I never could 
see how it was fair to preach against the 
Ahabs and Jezebels 3,000 years back and be 
any less pronounced in our respects to the 
same genius of depravity brought down to date. 
The grand jury of that month called me down 
for my ser mon and asked me what authority 
but common rumor and newspaper statements 
Ihad. They issued a presentment against me 
as a means of snuffing me out and as a warn- 
ing against any ether interloper who should 
venture toinvade the sacred precincts of a 
Tammany administration. 

The jury’s presentment taught me a good 
lesson, never to go gunning with biank car- 
tridges. My next step was to fill my cartridge 
box. The grand jury threw down the gaunt- 
let and I picked it up. I accumulated a few 
facts that I was not obliged to write with quo- 
tation marks. Having been trodden down, 
sneered at, cursed, threatened, ‘ presented,’ 
tor stating what I did not know as of my own 
knowledge, I would have entered. into hell if 
need be to find facts to answer the challenge. 


Shoots with Loaded Cartridges. | 


I did go into hell ana I got’my facts; then 
I got out my little gun on another Sunday 
and went inte my pulpit with cartridges that 
were not blahk cartridges, and then they 
swore at me werse for knowing what I was 
—— they bad the month before 
for not knowing t eeu about. It 


n h people and 
to adjust yout treatment to their ethical and 


esthetic prepossessions. Thereupon the 
grand jury of March, which was of quite a 
different complexion from that of its prede- 
cessor, took our evidence against the police, 
secured some more of its own, and issued a 
presentment against them, telling them that 
they were either criminal or incompetent and 
that they were not incompetent. 
Our proceedings kept the town stirred up. 
We availed ourseives of every opportunity to 
get some new facts in the air. All this helped 
the newspapers and they requited us by turn- 
ing round and helping us. or if they did not 
help us they blackguarded us, which, in a 
way, answered the same purpose, for it kept 
the thing in the air and held people’s atten- 
tion fixed upon it. We were careful not to 
let more than a week go by without giving 
the public something fresh. We secured the 
indictment of a Captain and our society’s 
stock went up. We failed to convict him and 
stock went down. But people kept talking 
about the, matter. They knew there wasa 
good deel in it and they began, after about a 
year anda half. to feel there was a good 
deal in it, They were beginning to get 
their moral blood up. Public conscience had 
been chafed so leng it was beginning to feel 
sore. We would scour a whole precinct, 
make anywhere from twerty to sixty solid 
cases against gamblers and the keepers of 
disorderly houses, then publish a list. All of 
the papers would publish it. Then I would 
sharpen my pen, mix up a concoction of 
oxalic acid and vitriol, write a complaint 
against the Captain in question, and send 
copies of it to the Mayor, the public officials, 
and the newspapers. And that was what did 
it. Facts did it. We were a good deal of u 
nuisance in a way—at least we were told so— 
and I think that those who told us so were 
sincere; but we knew we were right and kept 
domg it just as we kept going to bed at night 
and getting up in the morning.” 
Achievement Depends on Sacrifice. 


Continuing, Dr. Parkhurst said: 

When finally the thing had been pushed so far 
that people began to be ashamed of themselves 
and of each other te Hive in a city that was so 
governed they sent up to Albany and obtained an 
investigating committee, and the whole world 
knows the rest. 

Il would not like to address vou in any such 
terms as would be offensive to you, but I want 
to say that how much you will accomplish here in 
Chicago will depend entirely upon how much you 
are willing to sacrifice. You will have to pay for 
everything von get, and it is not money that I 
am thinking of either. I wonder how many 
there are in this great city that are willing to 
take their coats off and keep them off 
until they did or till Chicago is redeemed. 
That is what will do it, and it is the 
only thing that will do it. There is no call 
for the dilettante or the dude. Reform clubs are 
numerous and they have large enrollments, but 
somehow they do not succeed in saving their 
city. There is no short-cut to municipal salva- 
tion. You cannot win it by the prestige or the 
weaith of reform organizations, municipal 
leagues, civic clu bs, or by whatever other name 
the institution may be distinguished. You will 
avail nothing except to the degree that you fling 
your personality and all that it stands for direct- 
ly against the oncoming tide of evil, eveu at the 
risk of being inundated and swampei by it. If 
this language is moro strenuous than fits into 
your predilections you have only yourselves to 
blame for it, for Lame here at your bidaing,

Attention—Startling Facts. 


United States postal authorities, lawyers, 
and disappointed dupes in the American Syn- 
dicate have all started after that organization 
with vehemence, and the huge swindle which 
it is believed to be promises an early collapse. 
There is a large amount of money still to the 
credit of the concern, but with the exception 
of a bank account with the Royal Trust Com- 
pany Bank little can be learned as to the 
Gifferent depositories where the funds are 
practically secreted. Court proceedings will 
soon develop the fraudulent character of the 
enterprise. 

The American syndicate is of Chicago 
growth, but its operators wisely refrained 
from advertising for business in this city— 
they didn’t want disappointed investors so 
close to the place of business. No wonder 
there were suckers, From 30 to 100 per 
cent monthly profits were promised, and 
what is more, to make the bait astonishingly 
effective, large alleged dividends were 
actually paid to early investors. 

The active figat on the American Syndicate 
began last week when Edward S. Elliott, rep- 
resenting some Pittsburg clients, secured a 
temporary injunction to restrain the syndic- 
ate from transacting any further business. 
At the same time the Royal Trust Company 
Bank was enjoined from paying out any mon- 
eys deposited with it in the name of the syn- 
dicate. This was the first hard blow at an or- 
ganization which sprung from nothing but 
an idea and a few bucket-shop sharks into an 
enterprise which, it is admitted, secured at 
least $160,000 in the West, and which it is 
charged secured $600.000 from the people of 
Pennsylvania alone. Tue Trisune prints a 
list of some of the names of persons residing 
in Western States who have either invested or 
corresponded with the syndicate. 


Schemers Drop Out of Sight. 

As ia usual with such concerns. the first 
blush of trouble drove the persons behind the 
scheme under cover. As now organized the 
American Syndicate has for its President 
George Martine, and for Secretary and Treas- 
urer Daniel P. Eberman, but neither yester- 
day nor for three days past could Mr. Eber- 
man be seen. (usted from the Rookery 
Building in the middle of the month, the 
headquarters of the concern have been moved 
to No. 602 Owings Building. But Mr. Eber- 
man has left that office in charge of a boy and 
a little girl. He hasn’t been seen there for 
three days, and no one knows whether he has 
left the city or not. His lawyers say they 
have not seen him ‘since Monday. As 
to President Martine he is a _ figure- 
head, and couldn’t be located in 
Yhicago. The Royal Trust Company Bank 
was unwilling to state the amount of money 
deposited there by the syndicate, but said 
there was a balance dud that the people had 
come well recommended. Tie money de- 
posited isin the name of the American Syn- 
dicate, with D. P. Eberman as manager. 
Since it became known the concern was not 


i b des it promised disappointed 
ED seeking a return of their 


cash, but all without avail. 

The origin and growta of the American syn- 
dicate is a chapter of interést. It began with 
a few speculators of no prominence, but 
with an itching to make money with other 
people's capital. The originator of the idea 
appears to bea smooth young man named 
Harvey Montrose Lewis, H. M. Lewis, M. 
Lewis, George Lewis, or almostany other 
convenient appellation. But regardless of 
what his name may be, he is credited with 
being the original possessor of the idea. He 
induced several hangers-on around the bucket- 
shops to let him speculate for them. So far 
as can be learned he was successful! in a small 
way. Then the little coterie of speculators 
gradually drew in their friends, and by pool- 
ing small amounts made, they say, fuir earn- 


ings. 
Incorporating the Swindle, 


It looked like a good thing and its possi- 
bilities soon dawned upon young Lewis and 
his friends, They conceived the idea of in- 
corporating as a syndicate. They secured the 
udvice of lawyers and last May got a charter 
under the laws of West Virginia, permitting 
them to deal in everything from patent rights 
to wheat. They organized as the American 
Syndicate one month later with a capital of 
$5,000,000. Among those early interested 
in the scheme were A. O. Hamilton, D. P. 
Eberman, B. L. Pynchon, M. H. Lewis, and 
J. K. Handy. None of them had money, but 
when they got the syndicate idea started they 
began to do business at an astonishing gait. 
They had numerous circulars printed and 
statements of profits. To show whata good 
thing it was the following statement of 
monthly dividends of the American Syndi- 
cate for 1894 is given.

The foregoing is a statement of one year’s 
profits. It will be observed that in Septem- 
ber, October, November, and December the 
dividends dwingled materially, but at 2 per 
cent a month, as was the case in No- 
vember, it was equivalent to 24 per cent for 
the year. The decline in earnings was said to 
be due to the fight in Pittsburg against blind 
pools during the last three months of 1894, 
This scared off investors. 

Smooth Circular Sent Out. 


The syndicate, however, had a different rea- 
son for its inability to make money. Ina 
slib sent out to investors and dated Chicago, 
Dec. 31, 1894, this statement was made: 
“ We regret to inform the stockholders of the 
American Syndicate that the profits for the 
month of December have been so small that 
we have decided not to declare any dividend. 
This is the only month in the year of 1894 
that we have not been able to hail you with a 
large or small dividend, but feel that all will 
be satisfied, as we have paid 372 per cent iu 
dividends this ending year. Our capital is 
unimpaired and the prospects for the coming 
year are even brighter than they have been in 
the past, for we have a much larger capital at 
our disposal and shall be able to enter into 
more extensive deals than we did in 1894. 
We hope to be able to duplicate the dividends 
made in the first six months of 1894, and it 
is our sincere wish to exceed them if possible. 
Wishing yqu a happy and a prosperous New 
Year, we are very truly yours,

It does look as if investors should be satis 
fied with 372 per cent in dividends, but they 
were not.. This was the case with some 
Pittsburg people who invested $4,180. They 
put their money into the 
received the divideids for each month, 
amounting in all to 42 per cent, until Decem- 
ber, when no dividend was paid. The rapidly 
decreasing scale of the monthly diviaends led

: ing the correspondence iu connection with the 


sale of the stock, and the declaration and pay- 
ment of dividends. The syndicate has not in 
itsemploy experienced or expert brokers, 
traders, speculators, or commission men. 
The syndicate is not conducting its business 
through members of the various Stock Ex- 
ehanges or Boards of Trade and has hot 
earned the dividends which it has declared 
from month to month as represented, and 
particularly the syndicate did not earn a divi- 
dend of 20 per cent for the month of August, 
or a dividend of 15 per cent for the 
month of September, or a dividend of 
5 per cent for the month of October, 
or a dividend of 2 per cent for the 
month of Nuvember. These various dividends 
declared from time to time were entirely 
fictitious, and the money so paid out as divi- 
dends was simply a part of the money re- 
ceived by the syndicate in payment for stock 
and represented no earnings whatever. The 
dividends were paid for the purpose of estab. 
lishing a reputation as a paying concern, that 
others might bs induced to buy stock. As a 
consequence of these representations, and the 
payment of large monthly dividends, sales of 
stock were made in large numbers to various 


persons. 
Jadge Brentano Acts Promptly. 

Judge Brentano didn’t hesitate to grant a 
temporary injunction, and with that began the 
troubles of the American syndicate and the 
end of the known whereabouts of its present 
promoters. 

Asa matter of fact the American syndicate 
was a species of stock company. Its shares 
were sold for $10 each and it was understood 
by the purchaser that this money was to be 
used as an investment fund. The highest 
number of shares that gould be purchased by 
one individual was put down at 100, making 
un investment of $1,000. The syndicate 
promised to pay monthly dividends if it 
earned them. In its printed matter, however, 
it was careful to state that this was a matter 
of speculation and nothing might be earned. 
But of course this statement was immediately 
offset by another one that in the past as high 
as 100 per cent had been earned, and there 
was no reason why a like percentage could 
not be realized in the future. The syn- 
dicate alleged that it dealt in stocks 
and bonds. It might have madesome bucket- 
shop deals. It certainly made none among 
leading brokers seen yesterday. H. M. 
Lewis, who, it is acknowledged, was the 
broker for both the American and Traders’ 
syndicates, is nothmg like the corps of 
competent experts“ he announced himself. 
A diligent search for the young man yes- 
terday failed te locate him. Fora man who 
isable todo hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of business it is a singulor circum- 
stance that he hadn’t an office anywhere ex- 
cept in his hat. In five different offices in the 
Rialto and Traders’ Buildings, where it was 
announced hecould be found, he was not to 
be seen. His name doesn’t appear in the di- 
reetory. persons were seen around 
ficient reasons said they “wou ! 
him again. But an office with His name on 
the door, or that of any other Lewis, was not 
discovered. The attorneys for the syndicate 
said that Mr. Lewis had been at their office in 
the afternoon. That was doubtless correct. 

Reminiscences of Fund W. 


There isn’t much doubt that the American 
Syndicate, and the Traders’, too, for that 
matter, are simply worked over Fund W 
schemes, with the improvement that the in- 
vestor is made a stockholder. It was easy 
enough forthe American Syndicate to send 
out dividends, whether the corps of compe- 
tent experts earned any or not. It was a sim- 
ple matter to return on an investment of 
$500 $100 of the amount at theend of the 
month and style it a dividend.

With every report more ominous than the one 
that preceded it there was naught in the news 
or rumors of news of the Chicora that came 


that gave ground for holding confidence in 
the ultimate safety of the boat. At 9 o'clock 
came a report that portions of the upper 


works of the Chicora had been found off 


South Haven. This was corroborated by 
later telegrams from the same point and J, 
H. Graham, the principal owner, who until 
then had not doubted the safety of the Chi- 
cora, gave it up for lost. 

J. Stanley Morton of the Graham & Mor- 
ton Transportation company and William J. 
Hancock, the regular clerk of the Chicora, 
left tonight to investigate the reports from 
South Haven, twenty-five miles north of St. 
Joseph, and to examine the bits of wreckage 
to make sure if they are of the Chicora, 

Allday the steamer Petoskey has lain in 
the harbor at St. Joseph bound by ice, held 
fast in the harbor by a westerly gale, and 
awaiting a favorable turn in the fierce weath- 
er that would permit it to goin search of the 
missing yessel. It was intended the Petoskey 
should leave St. Joseph at 4 o'clock this 
morning. At that hour the mouth of the 
harbor was choked with ice that came in with 
the great ice floe that moved up from the 
south of the lake Monday. There was then a 
thirty-mile gale blowingin from the north- 
west, and soon the ice jam had grown until it 
extended a half a mile from the beacli and be- 
yond the end of the pier. 

Search Is Deferred. 

There is no boat at this point that can 
break through this ice pack now and the 
projected cruise of the Pétoskey ia search of 
the missing boat is deferred. It is thought 
the Petoskey can get out of the harbor to- 
morrow morning by 7 o'clock. Every effort 
will be made to get it out ut that time in 
spite of the wind and ice. The vessel-owners 
and relatives of the missing ones are frenzied 
by the delay of the rescuing parties, which 
were planned two days ago, but which have 
not moved yet. 

There is only one thing on which to build 
hope in the face of the reports that tell of 
pieces of the Chicora wreck and that is that 
the boat should not have been in the vicinity 
of South Haven. These pieces of wreckage 
might be bits of some stray vessel and there 
are mariners who have grown old on the wa- 
ters of Lake Michigan who say the Chicora 
may yet be riding the water sately. Authori- 
ties on lake navigation say if these reports of 
a foundered vessel had come from Ludington 
or from the foot of the lake there would be 
some reason to apprehend they were evi- 
dences of the Chicora. 

At present what appears to be the terribie 
truth is forcing itself on all that the pieces of 
bulwarks and windows found on the east 
shore only twenty-five miles north of here 
and almost directly opposite South Haven 
were parts of the staunch ship Chicora. 
The first of these reports came here in the 
forenoon, when a member of the life-saving 
crew of South Haven came here and reported 
that a vessel had been sighted five miles off 
that point. It was said a farmer named Plum- 
mer had seen it. Capt. Graham discredited 
the report.

Blame for the Owl” Train Accident Laid 
on William Graham. 

William Graham of Oakdale was held to the 
grand jury yesterday by the Coroner’s jury, 
which investigated the death of Mrs, William 
Preston, No. 222 Sunnyside avenue, Ravens- 
wood. Mrs. Preston died at St. Joseph's 
Hospital Tuesday night from injuries re- 
ceived when the “Owl” Evanston suburban 
train ran onto a switch at the Deering Sta- 
tion of the Chicago and Northwestern road 
New Year’s night and crashed into a freight 
train. Graham was night repairman for the 
road, The jury thought the accident due to 
his criminal carelessness. The inquest was 
held at St. Joseph's Hospital by Deputy 
Coroner Buckley.

train the signal to go ahead at the switch and 
Engineer Robinson testified that the lights 
had been set for a clear track.

In the thawing-out 
process he had detached the movable parts 
from the mechanism by which they were con- 
trolled from the switch tower and had failed 
to make the connection again. The mittimus 
for Graham's arrest was put ia the hands of 
Officer Meritz.

MANY CHANGES IN ITS LOCATION, 


The Concern Finds It Advisable to Make 
Several Removals, 

The American Syndicate hasn't remained in 
any one locationany considerable length of 
time. It began its printed existence in the 
Traders’ Building. That was early in 1894. 
For sotre reason it next secured offices at room 
1015 the Rookery. It got along very nicely 
there until the close of last year, when one of 
the circulars announcing stupendous divi- 
dends reached the Illinois Steel com- 
pany. from which the. syndicate was 
a sub-tenant. The showing of profits 
was so amazing, compared with what the 
Illinois Steel company could earn, that the 
company considered it too good to be true, 
The syndicate people were told they could 
either dissolve partnership harmoniously or 
fight. Mr. Eberman chose the former 
method, and by the middle of the 
present month the offices were vacated. 

The next location sought was in the Owings 
Building, and it appears that excellent rep- 
resentations were made to F. P. Owings, who 
has charge of the building. They 
had no difficulty in securing Nos. 
601 602. Mr, Owmgs was 
much surprised yesterday to learn 
the character of his new tenants, and he gave 
this account of their admission to the build- 
ing: Mr. Eberman came to me and said he 
was looking for quarters. [asked him what 
his business was, and he said he was a 
broker dn stocks and bonds. That was 
all right, for I have a number of 
brokers in the building. He explained 
that he came from the Rookery, and, al- 
though it was in the middle of the month, he 
said other tenants had been secured for the 
rooms he left. About the same time a very 


smooth looking young gentleman came 


and inquired for offices. He wanted 
quarters with two exits. I showed him 
the rooms that Mr. Eberman had been ivok- 
ing at, and remarked that another party haa 
an option on then for a day and a half. The 
young man walked right through the rooms, 
and apparently made up bis mind in a sec- 
ond that they were all right. As we were gomg 
outinto the hall, Mr. Eberman accidentally 
came along.

The Traders’ Syndicate is another good 
thing that sprang up after it was shown 
in the case of the American that a 
good idea and audacity was all that 
was necessary to make money in specula- 
tion. Those interested in it declare 
it has no connection whatever with the Amer- 
ican syndicate. but it bas an astonishingly 
similar way of doing business, slso of quit- 
ting business with the American. The Trad- 
ers’ has for its present officers F. M. Moore, 
President, and E. H. Rood, Sec- 
retary and Treusurer. The syndicate, like 
its parent, is organized under the laws 
of West Virginia. It wasn’t so ambitious in 
the matter of capital stock, however, as it 
boasts of but $1,000,000 in that commodity. 
It has an office, or rather a kind of an office, 

Room; 74 Traders’ Building, the 
office of the American Syndi- 
There doesn’t appear on the door 
of room 74 anything to indicate .the Traders’ 
Syndicate’s presence, and yesterday afternoon 
there were no officers in to give a statement 
of the troubles of the enterprise. It is having 
them, though, for a man who announced 
that he merely had desk-room there 
ssid thé President and the Secretary 
were out straightening some legal difficulties. 
One phase of this legal difficulty is the arrest 
of J. W. Dudgeon of Pittsburg on a charge of 
using’ the United States mails to defraud. 
Dudgeon has been acting as agent in Pitts- 
burg for the Traders’ Syndicate, and if 
he has been violating the postal laws 
so have the officers of the company. Dudg- 
eon gave $1,000 bail at Pittsburg Monday 
and yesterday he was here in Chicago con- 
sulting with the attorneys for the syndicate in 
order to tind out where he was at, He didn’t 
learn yesterday, but expects to be satisfied on 
that point this morning and return to Pitts- 
burg. 
Lewis in the Game. 

H. M. Lewis, although dt has been generally 
denied, has been the broker for the Traders’ 
Syndicate, and he didn’t succeed in making 
any more money for that organization last 
December than he did for the other one. 
There is a great similarity in size and 
appearance of a notice which was sent 
to stockholders in the Traders’ and the one 
which was sent to the stockholders of the 
American Syndicate. However, in the notice 
from the Traders’ there is a specific statement 
of the amount of loss for the month. 
statement is dated Chicago, Dec. 22, 

It forms an interesting bit of reading and is 
as follows: 

The market started to advance as we predicted, 
but did not hold, and as it is not acting as we ex- 
pected we think it wise to close up our accounts 
for the month with a loss of about $200 and do 
nothing further until after the holi- 
days, when the course the 
market will be more clearly defined. 
We regret the advance did not continue so that 
we could pay a good dividend, but we feel con- 
fident it wiil come in the near future. Our 
poliey is when the market does not go our way 
we close out AT ONCE and take a smail loss 
rather than take any chances of beavy losses. By 
this method we best protect the interests of our 
members.

- Wasuntveton, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 

Senator Alarich of Rhode Island, one of the

schemes yet offered had the slightest chance 
of being enacted into law at the present ses- 
gion of Congress.

TWO NEW CURRENCY BILLS PRESENTED. 


Smith and Jones Offer Important Meas- 
ures in the Senate. 

Wasuincros, D. C., Jan. 23.—In the Sen- 
ate today the credentials of Mr. McMillan of 
Michigan for the. term beginning March 4 
next and of Mr. Burrows, who succeeds to the 
unexpired term of the late Senator Stock- 
bridge, were presented. 

Mr. Palmer’s resolution in reference to 
bounty payments to Missouri militia was 
passed. 

A new and practical turn to the Hawaiian 
subject was given by Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.), 
who introduced an amendment to the diplo- 
matic and consular bill providing $500,000 
for the survey of a cable route connecting the 
Hawaiian Islands with the United States. 

Mr. Smith (Dem., N. J.) then had read a 
bili which attracted much attention. It pro- 
vides for a non-partisan currency commission 
of twelve members to make investigations of 
fiseal questions and for an issue of bonds to 
produce revenues for the government. Mr. 
Smith said he had hoped to see some solution 
to the present currency emergency. He was 
convinced, however, that so little time re- 
mained for legislation that no bill would be 

the present session. Under the cir- 
cumstances he proposed this plan, which 
would set on foot a full investigation with a 
view to securing the proper remedy. It was 
desirable. he said,to have a non-partisan 
commission in order that its work might com- 
mend itself to the new Congress. 

Mr. Jones (Dem., Ark.) added to the inter- 
est on the currency question by presenting 
a bill which has been discussed in the Finance 
committee. Its reading was followed with 
close attention owing to the prominence of 
the Senator in shapmg mostof the Finance 
committee work. 

Argument for the Bill. 
Mr. Jones addressed the Senate briefly con- 
cerning the currency bill he had submitted. 
He spoke of the constant danger in the pres- 
ent plan of issuing‘ bonds which permitted 
the banks to force an issue, then to take gold 
from the Treasury in order to pay for the 


- bonds, and thus keep up this constant assault 


on the gold reserve and the constant necessity 
J am not a believer in bonds, 
declared Mr. Jones, but Jam willig to 
submit to bonds asa matter of necessity as 
long as there @s coupled with it a sensible, 
manly, honest recognition of silver. If the 
feeling throughout the country in favor of 
silver is properly recognized then I will agree 
to the issue of bonds and I will agreeto it 
under no other conditions.

JONES MAKES CHANGES IN HIS BILL. 


Concessions Made to the Bond Men and 
Also to the Silverites. 

Wasuiveror, D. C., Jan. 23.—Senator 
Jones today introduced his financial and cur- 
rency bill as follows: 

Authority is given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue bonds of the United States to 
the amount of $500,000,000, payable in coin of 
the present standard value and 
at the rate of 38 pe 
sold at less than par. 
thirty years from date and be redeemable 
at the option of the government after twenty 
years. a tary is authorized to use the 
proceeds of the sale of the bonds to defray cur- 
rent expenses of the government and for the re- 
demption of United States legal tender and 
Treasury notes issued under the act of July 14, 
1890. The bonds are to be of the 
denominations of 2 and $50 and multiplies 
of those sums at e option of the purchasers. 
The bonds are to be free from all taxes. It is da- 
clared to be the intention of the act to give full 
opportunity for general subscriptions for the 
bonds. Paymentforthe bonds may be made in 

old coin, bat the Secretary is allowed to accept 

nited States notes and Treasury notes issued 
under the act of 1890. 

National bank associations are permitted to ie- 
sue circulating notes to the par value of United 
States bonds deposited with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the tax on such circulation is ro- 
duced to one-fourth of 1 per cent. Hereafter no 
national banking association shall retire its cir- 
culation without written authority from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. So much of Sec. 12 of 
the act of 1882 us directs the Secretary of 
the Treasury to receive deposits of 
gold coin and to issue certificates therefor is also 
repealed. National banking associations desir- 
ing to retire the whole or any part of their cir- 
culating notes are required to deposit gold coin 
equal te the amountof notes to be retired and at 
all times to keep on deposit with the Treasurer 
of the United States in gold coin a sum equal to 
5 per cent of their outstanding circulating notes, 
to be used for the redemption of such notes. Not 
exceeding one-half of the lawful reserves on ac- 
count of deposits to be kept by national banking 
associations may consist of United States bonds 
issued under this act. 

Secs. 6 and 7 provide for the displacement of all 
national bank United States Treasury notes 
of denominations of less than $10 with silver 
certificates, the explicit declaration being made 
that it is the intention of the act that neither the 
Treasury Department nor national banks shail 
issue or keep in circulation any notes other than 
silver certificates of a less denomination than 
$10. The Secretary of the Treasury is directed to 
redeem and cancel and got reissue the United 
States and Treasury nofes whenever made as 
fast as the aggregate circulation of United States 
legal tender notes, Treasury notes, silver certifi- 
cates, and national bank notes shail be in excess 
of the aggregate amounts of these forms of paper 
money in circulation at the date of the passage 


of the act. 

The Secre of the Treasury is direeted to 
receive at any United States mint from any citi- 
zen of the United States silver bullion of stand- 
ard fineness ahd coin into silver dollars of 412% 
grains each. The seigniorage of the bullion 
is to belong to the United States and is 
to be the difference between the com- 
age value and the price of the bullion 
in London on the day the deposit is made. The 
Secretary is requi to deliver to the depositors 
of such bullion standard silver dollars ual in 
amount to the price of the bullion, and whenever 
these coins shall be received into the Treasury 
certificates in denominations of less than $10 
may be issued on them as now pro 


BERING SEA REGULATIONS FUTILE, 


Startling Statement Touching the Seals 
Ie Made by Mr. Dingley. 

WASI Natron, D. C., Jan. 23.—A reply from 
Secretary Carlisle to Mr. Dingley’s resolution 
calling for information relative to the effects 
of the inauguration of the Bering Sea regula- 
tions decided upon by the Paris tribunal 
which was laid before the House today drew 
from Mr. Dingley a statement as to the seal- 
eries situation. He déclared that Secretary 
Carlisle's response showed the Paris reg- 
fiations had been a flat failure. 
Although the government lessees were 
allowed to take 25,000 male seals 
from the islands, they had not been able to 
find 16,000 while the Canadian pelagic 
sealers had taken 60,000, mostly females. 
In view of these facts, said Mr. Dingley, Sec- 
retary Carlisle concluded that within three 
years, five at the most, if the destruction went 
on, the Alaskan seal herd would be extermi- 
nated. The Treasury would lose a vast sum 
of money and the world would be deprived 
of an articie of luxury and comfort. 
Mr. Dingley insisted that Great Britain 
should be immediately made acquainted 
with the ‘facts. It was vitally inter- 
ested. Over 50,000 Englishmen, were em- 
ployed in pressing, dyeing, and manufactur- 
ing seal goods, and it should be asked to unite 
for the protection of the herd. Congress 
should take action before adjournment, as the 
pelagic sealers were to sail on their voyages 
of extermination March 1, and 450.000 
seals, valued at $10,000,000, would be at 
their mercy. When the facts were presented 
to Great Britain, Mr. Dingley thought, it 
would be moved to action. 

Reed Interjects 2 Question. 

Mr. Reed asked if it was not true the Unit- 
ed States Government was spending a large 
sum cf money to enable Canadian scaiers to 
do their work more effectively, and Mr. Ding- 
ley replied that it was. Mr. Dingley present- 
ed a bill, which was referred to the Committee 
on Ways aid Means.

OHIOAGO MEN TROUBLED OVER THE 
NEW POSTOFFIOE BILL,

Carlisie’s Rumored Opposition Disturbs 
Their Equanimity=Treasury Conditions 
® Prominent Factor in Securing the 
the Necessary Appropriation=It May 
Be Necessary for Another Delegation 
to Visit the CapitalePalmer Wants to 
Pay Pacific Road Mortgages in Silver. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
There was a rumor at the Capitol today that 
Secretary Carlisic had written to the Senate 
Committee on Buildings and Grounda urging 
that body to report no bills carrying appro- 
priations for a public builaing. This created 
consternation among the friends of the Chi- 
cago building, for they recognized the fact 
that an official declaration from the Secretary 
of the Treasury would be used with telling 
effect by the handful of Southern small-bore 
Senators who have fits of economy whenever 
any public improvement north of Mason and 
Dixon's line is under consideration, Asa 
matter of fact, Secretary Carlisle did com- 
municate last summer with Senator Vest, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds, requesting him to 
keep down the appropriations in that direc- 
tion because the Treasury was  practi- 
cally bankrupt. That, however, wasa good 
while ago, and since that time the new tariff 
law bas gone into effect, and this month at 
least the customs receipts show some im- 
provement, while there is every reason to be- 
lieve there will be much larger revenue from 
sugar and Whisky. Secretary Carlisle has so 
far declined to make open confession of the 
fact that the Treasury is in bad shape, and it 
is not believed this point, will be urged 
‘against the Chicago building. The Senate 
committee to which the Chicago bill was re- 
ferred meets Saturday to consider that meas- 
ure and the others which got through the 
House Monday. None of the bills as they 
cawne from the House carries an appropria- 
tion directly, and Senator Palmer declared 
this afternoon he had assurances from Senator 
Vest there would be no particular opposition 
in the committee to the Chicago bill. What- 
ever fight there will be is more likely to come 
up on the question of the preliminary appro- 
priation.

There is no doubt of the fact that the Treas- 
ury isin bad shape and that the Secretary is 
using his influence to keep down appropria- 
tions as far as possible, At the same time the 
Democratic managers in the Senate and in 
the House as well have all along taken the 
position that the present law would produce 
sufficient revenue for the needs of the govern- 
ment within a few months, and for this reason 
they have thus far looked with disfavor on the 
bill to increase the beer tax and all other 
propositions to raise more revenue. The 
sentiment in the Senate, as far as can be 
learned, is decidedly friendly to Chicago. 
Many of the members of the y were at the 
World's Fair and were duly impressed with 
(he importance of the city and with the 
enormous increases in its population and 
commercial importance, Several of the Sen- 
ators, too, have hadsome personal knowledge 
of the disreputable condition of the Chicago 
ruin. It is a little unfortunate that the com- 
mittee which has the bill in charge has no 
member living nearer to Chicago than Sen- 
ator Vest, whose home is in Kansas City; but 
at the same time the building will have firm 
friends in the Senators from Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and Nebraska. As the 
matter now looks, Senator Palmer will be 
able to get the bill out of committee without 
the assistance of any delegation from Chica- 
go, but later on it may be. necessary fora 
committee to put in an appearance to do just 
such diligent work as was done successfully 
in the House.

Chairman Wilson of the Ways and Means 
committee intends to call up the bill to re- 
peal the discriminating duty on sugar from 
bounty-paying countries within a day or two. 
A special order will probably be reported 
from the Committee on Rules providing for 
the consideration of the bill, cutting off 
amendments, and providing for a vote at a 
fixed hour, without the consideration of any 
filibustering motions. There is no doubt 
under this method of procedure the bill will 
be easily carried through the House by the 
big Democratic majority. Even if amend- 
ments were printed Chairman Wilson would 
undoubtedly be sustained by the Democrats 
of the House. There is more doubt about the 
situation in the Senate, but some of 
the Republican Senators have recently 
assured Senator Vest that they will allow the 
repeal of the discriminating duty to pass. 
Filibustering might be resorted to against af 
independent bill, but would be less likely to 
be employed if the provision were attached 
to an appropriation bill. It is not unlikely 
some representative of the sugar trust will 
offer an amendment to make the repeal of 
the discriminat‘ng duty apply only to raw 
sugar and leave it in effect as applied to re- 
fined sugar, thereby adding another notch to 
the wall of protection afforded the sugar 
trust. Such a propositien might puss the 
Senate if the sugar Democrats were sustained 
by the solid Republican vote, but it would 
stand no chance of acceptanve by the House. 
The House will insist on absolute repeal of 
the discrimioating duty without other tariff 
legislation vr will allow the entire proposition 
tw fail.

Senator Palmer has taken a hand in the 
Pacific railroad fight, and believes he has suc- 
ceeded in killing two birds with one stone, or 
would do so at least if the Senate could be 
brought to his way of thinking. His first idea 
wus to head off the action of the roads in se- 
curing foreclosure suits at St. Louis and else- 
where. Under the provisions of the bill 
which he introduced today the Attorney-Gen- 
eral is authorized to enter the appearance of 
the United States in tne foreclosure suits as 
the party in interest and to set up a defense. 
The court is then to find what amount is due 
the United States and the creditors. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and 
directed to take up the claims of the holders 
of the mortgages, thus allowing the govern- 
ment to succeed to all the rights of the eredit- 
ors of the road. The particular thing abeut 
the vill, which has excited interest and amuse- 
ment, is that the Senator proposes to pay off 
these claims of the creditors exclusively in 
silver doliars, and he says frankly that he not 
only wishes to get rid of the silver, but he 
wants to pay off the mortgage claims, and do 
itin the cheapest possible manner, and to 
take the silver out of the Treasury would not 
bea drain on the government funds, but 
rather a relief from embarrassment.

Considerable interest has been aroused in 
Pacific railroad schemes and several people 
are endeavoring to find out just who is respon-.

out a substantially direct communication with 
the Union Pacific system. The ingenious 
scheme was therefore devised of shouidering 
the construction of this little feeder on to the 
government, and using the sinking fund to 
complete this road for the benefit of purely

PERTINENT HINTS TO TOBACCO MEN, 


Much Money Might Be Made by Securing 
tHe Italian Trade. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 23.—United States 
Commercial Agent Huntington at Castel-a- 
Mare has made a special report to the State 
Department recounting the experiments con- 
ducted by the Italian Government in the cul- 
tivation of tobacco from Sumatra and Ameri- 
can seed with a view to producing all tebacco 
needed at home. Ihe effort is being made to 
cross different species so as to obtain à per- 
manent and distinctly Italian staple. In 
Italy tobacco ig a government monopoly 
and the government buys enormous quanti- 
ties of the American product. Last August it 
invited bids for supplying 77,000,000 pounds 
of Kentucky tobacco. Mr. Huntington says 
this great business is entirely in the hands of 
a combination of German houses located in 
Paris, Bremen, and New York who have made 
millions of dollars from it. They have been 
able to monopolize the trade because the 
Italian Government requires an enormous de- 
posit which the grower cannot supply, but he 
suggests that a syndicate of our growers 
might easily secure this trade,

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DECISION MADE IN FAVOR OF THE 
INOOME IMPOSITION. 


Judge Hager Picks Legal Fiaws in the Pe- 
tition of John G. Moore Facts as ta 
Duplication, the Rights of Aliens, and 
Exemptions Are Passed Upon Against 
the Contentions of the Appellant=The 
Case Now to Be Taken to the Supreme 
Court. 


Wasnindrox, D. C., Jan. 23.—The petition 
of John G. Moore for mandamus against 
Commmissioner of Internal Revenue Miller 
to arn ee of the income tax 
was overruled this morning by Judge Hagner 
in the District Equity Court. The 3 
now be taken in appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court in order to test the constitu. 
tionality of the income tax law. 

J udge Hagner declared at the outset that the 
objections that the tax is unwise and restricts 
thrift and industry; thatits operation must 
necessarily be inquisitorial, etc., were not 
under the jurisdiction of the court. The al- 
leged duplication of the tax could 
not be claimed to be possible, 
except as to dividends declared 
during the calendar year 1894, and it was 
presumed that the Treasury officials would 
enforee the provision in such a way as to pre- 
vent a harsh construction of the law, and that 
an arrangement by the corporations te pay 
the tax before July, 1895, would be accepted 
as relieving the shareholders. Vexatious as 
e may be it is not possible to avoid 
t. 

That some property-hoiders are fortunate 
enough to have possessions exceedingin value 
the excepted amount is no ground for inval. 
idating the law under which the taxes are 
levied. The court then discussed the consti- 
tutionality of the point raised by the com- 
plainant that aliens residing in the 
United States ‘whether permanently 
or temporary are subject to its provisions, 
The provision was not new in income tax 
laws, and authorities were quoted toshow that 
it was clear that alien residents of a country 
may be rightfully subjected to the taxation 
to which its own citizens are subjected. 

On the next point raised the court said: 
From a thorough examination of the act the 
court is of the opinion that exemption of the 
incomes of such med gran as are created, 
owned, and operated by the several States as 
instrumentalities and agencies of the govern- 
ment of such States is effectively nade 
in the act, since no such corporations 
can be included in the description of those re- 
quired to make returns of income.. The 
statute does not in words or by necessary im- 
plication include such corporations, and Con- 
gress having no power to tax them it is to be 
presumed that Congress did not intend to in- 
clude them. 

The objection that the tax is to be levied 
upon an income prior to the time the law 
went into effect is dismissed, and the court 
says no authority was quoted in support of the 
contention, and the court has been unable to 
discover any if they exist. As to the allega- 
tion that no adequate remedy exists by which 
to recover taxes if paid to the col- 
lector the court deciares that such 
a remedy does in fact exist, even though 
there be no special statute under which to 
proceed. Instances are cited where income 
taxes have been recovered where illegally 
collected. The contention of the defendants 
that the courts are without authority to grant 
injunctions in cases of such-character is sus- 
tained. A decree, therefore, issued dismiss- 
ing the bill with cost. 


IN FAVOR OF DREDGING PEARL HARBOR, 


Report Is Made Recommending an Ap- 
propriation of $100,000, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 23.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations today au- 
thorized a favorable report on Senator Mor- 
gan’s amendment to the naval appropria- 
tion bill making an appropriation of 6110, 
000 for dredging the Pearl Harbor (Hawaii) 
bar. There was also informal discussion of 
the project for the amendment of our treaty 
with Hawaii so as to permit the landing of a 
cable to be built by a British company on one 
of the Hawaiian islands, but the matter did 
not appear to commend itself to any of the 
mem bers of the committee. 

Senator Quay today offered an amendment 
to the Nicaragua Canal bill providing that its 
provisions shall not take effect until the Unit- 
ed States shall secure by treaty the right to 
fortify garrisons at the ends of the canal, 
both at the Atlantic and the Pacific Oceana, 
tc maintain armed vessels on the lake of 
Nicaragua, and to move military forces 
through Nicagagua and Costa Rica. 


HEARING ON SHIPPING BILL CLOSED. 


Vote on the Measure Affecting Signals to 
Be Taken Fridav. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 23.—The delega- 
tion of shipping people now here from Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, Buffalo, and other cities of 
the great lakes interested in the navigation of 
these waters, had their final. hearing before 
the House Merchant Marine com- 
mittee today. HI. G. Goul- 
des of Cleveland, the representative 
of the Lake Carriers’ Association, made the 
principal talk and explained in detail the pro- 
visions of Representative White’s bill provid- 
ing a code of signals for véssels naviguting 
the great lakes. The delegation embraces 
this measure. At the conclusion of the hear- 
ing the committee adjourned until Friday, 
when Chairman Fithian saysa vote will be 
taken on the bill. 


BILL TO EXTERMINATE THE FUR SEALS. 


Scheme of Mr. Dingiey to Spur Great 
Britain to Protective Action, 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 23.—A bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Dingley (Me.) today repeals the 
act of July 1, 1870, for the protection of fur 
seals in Alaska. It authorizes and directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to take with all 
possible expedition each and every fur 
seal found on the Pribyloff Islands, 
the skins to be sold to the best advantage and 
the proceeds to be covered into the Treasury. 
It provides that the President may by proc- 
lamation suspend the execution of said act 
in case Great Britain shall determine to codp- 
erate with the United States in such 
measures as in the judgment of 
President will prevent the examination 
of the Alaska seal herds and appropriates the 
necessary sum to carry the act into effect, 
Secretary Carlisle in his report to the House 
says all facts point to the seals’ speedy ex- 
termination unless the regulations are 
changed toafford great protection to the herd.

“If anybody has been consulted. about the 
matter, be said, the men who occupy the 
best position to talk learnedly thereof have 
not been heard from—namely: tke clerks who 
do the work in the postal cars. It is the 
opinion of a large majority of the clerks 
that electricity does not give a good light 
in postal cars, as it is too glaring. Ladmit 
the storage feature would be a great improve- 
ment over the system now in use. But in this 
dispatch we are informed that by the system 
proposed there will be an accumulation suf- 
ticient to light the car [rom four to six hours 
after the train has come to a standstill. Now 
I can point out two instances in par- 
ticular where such a storage would be 
insufficient. Train No, 55 on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and train No. 
7 on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
have cars in which the force of clerks go to 
work at 5 o'clock in the afternoon and keep 
at it continually up to the hour of starting, 
which is 3 a. m. There is a stretch of ten 
hours when the dynamo would not be in 
operation. 

The Milwaukee road now lights by electric- 
ity from a dynamo stationed in the 
car and which generates by machinery fur- 
nished steam from the engine. From 5 in 
the evening to 3 o'clock in the morning 
the crew is compelled to use

Street Markets Dull Owing to the Weather 
Apples Firm--Butter Slow, 

The severe weather interfered with the move- 
ment of vegetables and fruit, and it was a quiet 
day generaliy in the street markets. However.

ARBITRATION BILL PLEASES LABOR, 


Measure Offered for a State Board in Min- 
nesota Legislature. 


Sr. Pavu, Minn., Jan. 23,.—Senator H. F. 
Stevens today introduced the arbitration and 
conciliation bill that has been approved by 
the State Federation of Labor. The bill pro- 
vides for the appointment by the Governor of 
a State Hoard of three, one an employer, one 
a member of a labor union, and the third an 
impartial man agreed upon by the first two. 
Italso provides for voluntary arbitration. 
The State board is empowered to investigate 
any controversy or difference. After investi- 


gation its report shall be published and re- 


corded in the District Court. If the applica- 
tion to the board for its mediation is from 
both parties to the dispute its decision shall be 
binding for six months, or till sixty days after 
either-party has given the other notice of his 
intention not to be bound by the same. The 
State board shall encourage the formation 
of voluntary boards of arbitration be- 
tween those in dispute, same 
board shall have power to call witnesses. 
administer oaths, etc. The most important 
matter in the House was a joint memorial to 
Congress to grant to the State of Minnesota 
in perpetuity the old buildings and the 
grounds upon which they stand, which consti- 
tute the old original Fort Snelling, to be used 
by the State as a museum of natural, mili- 
tary, civil, botanical, and archzological his- 
tory of this State.

Wreckage Is Identified by Capt. Ed Na- 
pier, Who, It Is Conceded by the Own- 
ers, Knows All About the Chicorae 
Capt, Graham Gives Up Ali Hope for 
His Splendid Steamer List of Those on 
Board, as Near as Can Be Found Out 
Grief of Relatives of the Cnfortunates.

just found some of Chicora’s upper works in 
the ice off this place. There la no doubt 
she has foundered. I am just going five miles 
north of here to see what there is there that 
Mr. Plummer reported this morning. 

Capt. Napier was plied with inquiries and 
wired again: Forward part of bulwarks 
and windows found in some ice off here. Saw 
Plummer; he is positive he saw steamer at 10 
a. m. outside of ice. Snow settled and he 
could see no more. Heisa man that ought 
to know. It doesn't necessarily follow that 
boat is down on account of these pieces. 

A telegram following these was received by 
Capt. Graham from O. E. Harmon, manager 
of the Western Union Telegraph company at 
Soutn Haven, by which the telegrams trom 
Capt. Napier were corroborated, He said: 
‘“‘ Wreckage was discovered opposite this har- 
bor this afternoon, A party headed by Capt. 
Mathews went out on the ice and found pieces 
of the upper works of a steamer which some 
identified as portions of the Chicora. Dark- 
ness stopped all further search. Absolutely 


nothing more can be learned till tomorrow.

Efforts have been made all day in * office 
of the steamboat company here to make a 
complete list of those who were aboard the 
Chicora, William J. Hancock, who is the 
regular clerk, and who has held that position 
since the boat was commisioned, has listed 
twenty-four persons. There has been much 
discussion as to the number of passengers, 
but it is now known there was but one, Jo- 
seph J, Pearl of the firm of Howard & Pearl, 
druggists at St. Joseph. D. Ballenger, a 
manufacturer of overalls at St. Joseph, was 
reported as among the passengers of the ‘oat. 
He is at present in Indiana.

Capt. Stines has a wife and one child, his 
son, who was his second mate, aged 23. 
First Mate C. D. Simons has a wife and one 
child in Benton Harbor. Joseph Marks is 
also married, Engineer McClure has a fam- 
ily in Detroit. Both the colored men on the 
boat, Nate Lynch and Jesse Davis, have fam- 
ilies in Benton Harbor. James R. Clark, 
acting clerk, has one child, the wife of D. C. 
Mitchell of Chicago. Clark was United States 
Marshal under Harrison's administration 
and for two terms was Sheriff of Berrien 
County. Pearl, who was the only passenger, 
is 30 years of age and has been married five 
years, but has no children. He is a prosper- 
ous merchant, of the leading drug firm in 
St. Joseph, and a . young man. He 
was a guest of Capt. Stines. He went to 
Milwaukee on a pleasure trip. There were 
four or five other friends of Pearl and Capt. 
Stines who intended joining the party, but 
abandoned the trip that morning. The harbor 
was full of ice Sunday morning when the 
Chicora started to Milwaukee. 

The Petoskey had been stuck in the ice in 
the harbor from Friday of last week till Sun- 
day morning, when it worked loose and got 
into the dock. Then the Chicora started out, 
taking the broken path in the ice field made 
by the Petoskey, and after an hour’s work 
gained open sea and cleared the port for Mil- 
waukee. Returning, it was due here Monday 
noon. Since it left Milwaukee nothing has 
been sen of the t except the pieces of 
wreckage, and these “have been identified al- 
ost beyond possible doubt. 

The cargo of the Chicora was flour, valued 
at $18,000, there being 600 tons of it stowed 
away between decks. The cost of the vessel, 
furnished, was $160,000. The Graham & 
Morton Transportation company carries only 
fire insurance, so, if lost, the loss will be total. 

The following telegram from Capt. John 
Bowen of the steamboat Williams was re- 
ceived by Capt. Graham from Seuth Haven 
at 11:30 p. m.: 

There is a wreckage in the outer end of the 
ice off this place for two miles. As near as we 
can tell it is ali of the — og deck forward, but 
do not find any of the cabin. The pieces are one 
inch thick with top joint, black outside and lead 
colored inside. There ought to be some one here 
who knows more about the build of the Chicora 
than we do. Have found a 2 coping two 
inches long that was taken out of the upper deck. 


All Hope Is Gone. 


When Capt. Graham read this telegram 
from Capt. John Bowen he said he had no 
longer any hope for the Chicora’s safety. 
„The description of the pieces found tallies 
with the Chicora’s build exactly, he said, 
There is no longer any hope for its safety. 
This is convincing news at last that the 
Chicora has gone down.“ 

All day he had struggled to disbelieve the 
evidence of the terrible fate of the Chicora. 
He even rallied from the crushing news from 
Capt. Napier, but when this last telegram 
came there was nothing on which longer to 
build a hope. With the whole cabin gone 
there was pothmg to protect the interior 
of the vessel being fi 
water, shipped The 
water would fill up the crank pit and then 
cr2ep up to the fires gradually or by a gigan- 
tic sea that would sweep over and rush down 
on them, drenching them. The boat would 
then drift, no longer able to keep its head to 
the sea, and the water would quickly break 
over its sides till it settled was gone, It 
is barely possible the Chicora could live in 
such weather with its cabin gone, but the 
chances are too great against it to invite 
belief now. There was a vast sea of ice lying 
along the east shore northward of St. Joseph. 
It is believed to fringe the water’s edge as far 
north as the foot of the leke, in some places 
twenty miles wide. The Chicora could be 
wedged in such a sea of iceand be outof sight 
of both land and clear water. This great body 
of ice defies all calculation as to where a ves- 
sel might be which had been caught in its 
teeth, so great is its area. 

Sourn HAvxx, Mich., Jan. 23.—[ Special. 
Henry Morton and Charles Hancock, cler 
of the Chicora, has just reached town and is 
conferring with men who went out to view the 
wreckage this afternoon, and on inspection of 
specimens brought in they think they are cer- 
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chief engineer, confessed that he felt some- 
thing was going to happen. The presentiment 
was too strong to be resisted, and McClure 
looked like a man who was going to his death. 
Capt. Stines was too ill to come ashore and 
remained in his cabin during the time his 
boat was in port.

NO DOUBT OF THE LOSS OF THE BOAT. 


Vesselmen Concede That Wreckage Found 
Is from the Chicora, 

Sourn Havey, Mich., Jan. 23.— [Special. 
There is no longer any doubt among vessel - 
men of this port that the wreckage found is 
that of the missing steamer Chicora. 

Granp Haven, Mich., Jan. 23.—[Special. | 
—No tidings of the steamer Chicora can be 
gained at this port, A field of ice eight miles 
in width lies almost abreast of the barbor. 
On the other side of the ice the breakers are 
running high. No boat is in sight. 

GLX Haven, Mich., Jan. 23.—([Special.]— 
Nothing has been seen of the Chicora in this 
locality. If the boat is at South Manitou 

land nothing can be learned until the mail 
on a special boat comes over. 


CRAWFORD FEELS THE LOSS KEENLY. 


Capt. Stines Had Been with the Company 
Almost from Boyhood. 

No one in Chicago feels the loss of the 
Chicora more deeply than Andrew Crawford, 
the North Side capitalist, who is a large 
stockholder in the Graham & Morton line. 

The money loss, he said yesterday, is 
slight compared with the loss of life. Capt. 
Edward Stines had been with us from boy- 
hood. He began almost with our line. I had 
known him for so many years he was 
more of a friend than an employé to me. 
Nearly all of the crew had been with the line 
a long time. 

The winter business between Milwaukee 
and St. Joseph, Mr. Crawford said, had not 
proved profitable, but the company had 
been forced into it by competition. The loss 
of the Chicora undoubtedly ends the winter 
business across the lake between Milwaukee 
and St. Joseph, for this year ut least. 

This is the first disaster which has befallen 
the Graham 4 Morton stea ners ia all the 
years of their service.

The Legislature is full of factions, the army 
of 24,877 men, with almost as many officers 
us men, is weak and expensive, and the police 
ure worse than worthless. The expenditures 
of the government far exceed the receipts, 
and there is almost continuous financial de- 
pression. Under such circumstances it is 
little wonder that threats of revolution and 
rumors of abdication are heard on all sides. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN MUNICIPAL ELEC- 
TIONS. 

An attempt will be made to get the Legisla- 
ture to let the women of Illinois vote at city, 
town, and village elections. There is no ques- 
tion of the power of the General Assembly to 
do this. The Supreme Court has decided that 
women can be permitted to vote for any 
officer not named specifically in the Consti- 
tution. Thus they can vote for sehool trus- 
tees, but not for County Superintendent, for 
that officer is mentioned in the Constitution. 
As Mayors, Aldermen, and Village Trustees 
are not named in the organic law the Supreme 
Court would be reasonably sure to say women 
might vote for them if the Legislature said so. 

The question is not one of power but of ex- 
pediency. Looking at it from that point of 
view there is no reason why the Legislature 
should pass the bill now before it. There is 
nothing to ehow that anything would be gained 
by it. Women have been allowed to vote at 
school elections. None are held in Chicago, 
so the experiment has been tried chiefly in 
tho couutry, where the conditions are rather 
better than they are here. But it does not 
appear that anything has been gained by this 
extension of the suffrage. Here and there 
women have taken an active part in the elec- 
tions. On the whole they have been rather 
indifferent. It was stated prior to the passage 
of the law that the women of the State were 
deeply interested in school matters, and that 
their participation in school elections would 
be productive of great good. Neither the deep 
interest nor the great good has shown itself. 

The proposition is now to give women the 
privilege of voting at the municipal elections 
in this city as well as the smaller ones of the 
State. It must be borne in mind that that 
would be the bestowal of a privilege, not the 
concession of a right. No such privilege 
should te given unless it is very clear that 
something is to be secured by it. The num- 
ber of nominal voters would be doubled, but 
that is not in itself a blessing. The expense 
of holding an election would be increased, but 
that is not a great gain. 

The question to be asked is whether better 
Mayor and Aldermen would be elected. There 
is no evidence that such would be the case. 
There has been no purification of municipal 
morals in the larger cities of Kansas because 
women are able to vote for city officers. After 
having studied the workings of female suf- 
trage on a small scale the people of Kansas 
voted down a constitutional amendment to 
give women a fuil instead of a limited ballot. 

The men of the Nineteenth Ward of this 
city elected Ald. Powers, which was not at 
all to their credit, but there is nothing to 
show that he would not have been elected if 
women had had the suffrage. The probabili- 
ties are that the women of the ward have no 
higher Aldermanic standard than the men 
have, and his majority would have been dou- 
ble what it was. Some things about city 
misgoverament do irritate some women more 
than they do any men—dirty streets, for in- 
stance—but women are less angered by the 
Aldermanic sale of franchises than men are. 

If all that woman suffrage would mean in 
Chicago would be a doubling of the number 
of voters nothing would be gained by it. The 
women would divide on Mayor about as the 
men do, and whoever won would have a some- 
what larger majority. But it might mean 
something worse than that. It might mean 
pretty steady voting by those women least 
fitted to vote and only spasmodic voting by 
the rest of the feminine community. The 
precinct managers of the First and Twenty- 
ninth Wards would see that the woman vote 
was brought out. They would use methods 
which could not be tried in other and better 
wards. That would not make it any the more 
easy to elect good officers. 

Good government will be secured more 
epeedily by endeavoring to make those who 
are voters now more intelligent, instead of by 
adding to the voting constituency over 300, 
000 persons who asa whole are less intelli- 
gent and less able to vote wisely than the men 
are, 


THE UNEQUAL INCOME TAX. ‘ 

In his speech of Jan. 15 Senator Quay of 
Pennsylvania made the highly important 
point that while the corporations which are to 
be taxed without exemption may be wealthy, 
the stockholders who compose those cor- 
porations may be the reverse of wealthy. He 
illustrated this by reference to the Lehigh 
Valley railroad company, the stock of which 
is widely regarded as &n investment, and not 
as a football speculation. At the accounting 
last month the books showed the number of 
stockholders to be 9,051. Of these 22 hold 
1,600 shares or over, the par value being 
$50. The dividend on 1,600 shares at the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum, which has 
been the customary rate for some years past, 
would amount to $4,000 per annum. There 
are 242 others each of wham holds 400 
shares or over, producing at the same rate 
$1,000 perannum, and 1,319 others who 
hold 100 shares or more each, the dividends 
amounting to $250 perannum. This leaves 
7,438 stockholders holding less than 100 
shares each, and at least 6,000 of these, or 
about 67 per cent of the whole number, hold 
less than 50 shares each. 

The Lehigh Valley stock has been a favorite 
investment for people of limited incomes, be- 
cause formerly it was regular in the payment 
of dividends. Consequently a large number 
of the stockholders and of those who receive 
incomes from the stock are widows and or- 
phans whom it is cruel to tax on income 
while so many others with much larger rev- 
enues are exempt. One half of the stockhold- 
ers are women whose holdings are generally 
small, who are dependent upon these divi- 
dends because they have limited incomes 
otherwise and cunsequently could not fail to 
be somewhat distressed by any reduction. 
Out of 4,500 women there are but 44 who 


“have holdings of 400 shares and over, pro- 


ducing an income of $1,000 or mote. At 
least 6,500, or fully 70 per cent, of the Le- 
high Valley stockholders have incomes less 
than $4,000, but will be eubject to the in- 
come tax, though very many persons receiv- 
ing a similar income from other sources will 
be exempt. 

The Lehigh Valley railroad company may 
not be a fair average of all the corporations 
in the country in this respect, but the rule ap- 
phes to the great majority of them, the appli- 
cation varying only in degree. The stocks of 
the corporations which operate railioads, tele- 
graphs, telephones, electric and gas lighting, 
water service, etc:, are largely held by the 


‘relatively poor people whose total incomes 


from those and other sources do not amount to 
64.000 per year each. Hence if their divi- 
dends from the corporation stock are 
taxed 2 per cent, whiie thousands of 

better off than they are ullowed to go un- 
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| either in a moral sense or by thru 


who owns $100 of stock in a corporation and 
receives ber annual dividend of $5, minus 
the 10 cents deducted for income tax, while 
others with far larger incomes than hers are 
allowed to go scot free, will be robbed under 
the forms of law, but it is a law that disgraces 
the statute book. 

The case would be radically different if the 
corporations were not taxed, or if all incomes 
were taxed the same percentage of their 
amount. Such a tax would be highly ob- 
jectionable for other reasons, but it would not 
be open to the charge of gross unfairness 
which adheres so closely to the law as it now 
stands that no amount of logical quibbling 
can remove the foul blot of distinctive legis- 
lation against one class in favor of another. 
The thing is all the more odious, as the exac- 
tion will fall most heavily upon the defense- 
less ones, the widows and orphans who have 
lost the bread winner of the family and have 
invested the little he left behind in the stoek 
of corporations, the dividends from which 
constitute their chief means of support. 
Having this feature the income tax law is 


sible for its passage ought to be consigned to 


the widow and the fatherless, the most help- 
less among the comparatively poor. 


ANOTHER INSANE ASYLUM ASKED FOR. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture to establish the IIlinois Western Hos- 
pital for the Insane and appropriating 
$400,000 therefor. There has also been 
introduced an emergency bill appropriating 
$180,000 for the rebuilding of that part of 
the Anna Asylum which was burnt down re- 
cently. 

Undoubtedly there is need of more accom- 
modations for the insane of this State, All 
the hospitals are full to overflowing, and there 
are ecattered through the different alms- 
houses of the State many patients who do not 
receive there the treatment they are entitled 
to. For various reasons the number of luna- 
tics is increasing rapidly. Many are sent to 
an asylum now who would not have been half 
a century ago. Nervous diseases are more 
prevalent than they used to be, and by reason 
of good treatment the life of the lunatic is 
prolonged, Though the number be large the 
State must care for them. 

But to establish a new institution is rather 
an expensive proceeding. A site has to be 
purchased and buildings erected, and there is 
a constant charge for maintenance. And 
there will be another county whose repre- 
sentatives will be everlastingly begging for 
larger appropriations, and log-rolling with 
the representatives of other institutions, The 
asylum at Anna must be rebuilt. Why can- 
not it be enlarged so as to accommodate more 
patients than it did before the fire? There is 
an abundance of ground there, The cost of 
construction will not be as great as if one 
building is put up there and another some- 
where else. And it will cost proportionately 
less to run one large asylum than two small 
ones. 

But if there must be another asylum why 
cannot Cook Coutty turn over to the State 
the one it mismanages out at Dunning? The 
land is worth something if the buildings are 
not, and if the State were to have charge of 
it it would cease to be a scandal and a re- 
proach, It is impossible for a County Board 
torunan insane asylum decently. Once a 
year at least some disgraceful act of brutality 
or neglect is made public to the disgust of the 
community. 

Even if Cook County were to be charged 
by the State a moderate sum for the insane it 
would turn over to the State along with the 
buildings and ground, it would be a gainer in 
money as well as in reputation, for the county 
management is extravagant as well as brutal. 
The appropriations are large, but little is 
done for the patients. If the State is going 
to have a new asylum led it take the Cook 
County one. 


RESULTS OF DEMOCRATIC MISRULE. 

Stated to the nearest thousand millions of 
dollars the aggregate of annual bank clear- 
ings in the principal cities of the United 
States was 41 for 1885, rose to 51 for 1887, 
fell off to 49 the next year, increased to 50 
for 1890, decreased to 56 for 1891, rose to 
614¢ for 1893, and fell back to 45 for 1894. 
The total for last year was 16 per cent less 
than for 18093, and nearly 27 per cent less 
than for 1892. It was the smallest since 
1885, and 8 per cent less than the total for 
1886, which was the next lowest total of the 
last ten years. As compared with 1893 New 
York City showed a decrease of 22 per cent, 
Philadelphia 10, Boston 9, and Chicago only 
7.7 per cent. 

The decrease at Chicago was less than that 
for either of the large cities, and barely half 
as much as the average for the whole country. 
This is surprising when it is remembered that 
the comparison is made with a year which in- 
cluded the tremendous activities of the World’s 
Fair and takes in the fact of the great strike 
of last summer, which was mostly felt in this 
city and involved a season of enforced idle- 
ness in many lines during 6 per cent of the 
working days in 1894. So, relatively, the 
people of-Chicago have little reason to com- 
plain of the operation of the more general 
causes. But for the United States as 
a whole the record is an afflicting 
one, all the more so as the big de- 
cadence might have been avoided, and doubt- 
less would not have been chronicled but for 
the fact that the election of November, 1892, 
caused a changein the national administra- 
tion and business policy. Solely as a result 
of that we had the money panic of the next 
spring and the following business paralysis 
which has not yet been recovered from. The 
business of 1894, as measured in dollars, 
was over one-quarter less than that of 1892, 
the last year of the Harrison administration. 
The falling off, as measured in commercial 
units of pounds, yards, etc., of things pro- 
duced, was not so great. The difference be- 
tween the two sets of results tells the story of 
reduced prices for human labor and of the 
things produced by labor. 

The Democrats promised that if the people 
would put them into power there should bea 
cheapening of prices of the things needed by 
consumers without any reduction in the 
wages of labor, The first part of the promise 
was fulfilled, but at a fearful cost, the second 
part of the promise being broken, and neces- 
sarily so when the other part was carried out. 
The result is that all the people, high and 
low, except a very few who may have made a 
little money by speculating in the misery of 
their fellow-creatures, have lost heavily. The 
wages of labor were badly cut and its 
volume reduced to meet the increased 
competition of goods offered from abroad, 
the working classes being thus made 
the victims of their own foliy in 
accepting Democratic reasonings and trusting 
in Democratic promises. But they are far 
from bemg the only sufferers. The em ploy- 
ing class has lost much of the capital with 
which it carries on the operations that require 
the use and paym ut of human labor. The 
owners of real estate in the city and country, 
and the owners of stocks and bonds, have lost 
severely, while to cap the climax the Demo- 
cratic administration finds that owing to the 
partial adoption of the policy te which it is 
pledged its revenues have been 70 
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itures. This ridtoulous outcome of their folly 
well might excite a laugh at the expensa of 
the Democratic ieaders if the situation were 
not so lamentable that it causes universal 
sorrow, | 

The Democratic policy is thus a self- 
proven failure. Out of its own mouth it 
stands condemned before the American peo- 
ple. During the less than two yeara it has 
been in operation it has done a vast amount 
of mischief in addition to the fearful one 
which is expressed in dollars by the bank 
clearings. They show a reduction of 27 per 
cent, but do not tell the whole story. The 
comfort of the average citizen of the United 
States has been reduced much more than 
that by the miserable Democratic attempt to 
improve his condition, and the end is not 
yet, though there now is room to hope for 
better things, seeing that a Republican major- 
ity is assured for the next Congress, 


NOT A WORD ABOUT THE POOLING BILL, 

Yesterduy, after the formal declaration of 
Senator Cullom’s election, he madea little 
speech to the mem bers of the General Assem- 
bly at the close of which he stated that it was 
his ambition so to legislate ‘‘ that the freedom 
and rights of every citizen shall be secured 
and respected, that all interests shall be pro- 
tected ; that one portion of our people shall 
not oppress another and that ample remedies 
shall be found and applied for every existing 
wrong.“ 

This is very pretty, though a little vague, 
but what about the bill to legalize railroad 
pooling which the Senator will find Before the 
Senate when he returns to Washmgton to 
resume legislating? While he was talking in 
Springfield about the freedom and rights 
of citizens, Col, Morrison. the Inter-State 
Commissioner, was in this city telling a report- 
er that as the bill stands now it is in the in- 
terestof no one except the railroad compa- 
nies and the disadvantage to the public in 
the proposed chango is that competition will 
be removed, which tends to keep the rates 
reasonable without the action of the comm is- 
sion,”’ 

Instead of regaling his hearers with glitter- 
ing generalities about his intention to protect 
rights and redress wrongs, the newly- elected 
Senator should have told whether he meant 
to vote for or against Morrison’s amendment 
or the one which will be presented by Sena- 
tor Chandler to the effect that before any poo!- 
ing contract goes into effect a schedule of 
rates must be filed by the roads. which can be 
changed only with the approval of the com- 
mission. 

The Senator took up a little time in thank- 
ing the members for the office they had given 
bin. That was unnecessary. They know 
how badly he wanted the piace and how pro- 
fourdly grateful he is for it. He ought to 
have left that out and said a word or two 
about the pooling bill, He has to face tho 
question some time or other. Instead of say- 
ing blindly that there should be no attempt 
or disposition to attack wrongfully or inter- 
fere with the rights of corporations as such, 
but they must be compelled to treat the rights 
of the individual fairly,“ he should have said 
whether he thought the railroads ought to be 
given the legislation they want. He had been 
elected. There was no reason why he should 
be silent any longer. 


AN OUTBURST OF CORUSCANT ELOQUENCE 

There are not many opportunities in the 
Illinois Legislature for the display of orator- 
ical powers. A man as eloquent as Patrick 
Henry or Daniel Webster has no chance to 
let himself loose on bills for the suppression 
of eockle burrs and jimpson weeds, for uni- 
formity of text books, or for regulating the 
charges of stenographers. He has to wait 


| till a subject comes along which is worchy of 


his powers. The man and the theine came 
into violent collision day before yesterday 
when it became neceasary for the Democrats 
to put in nomination their candidate for the 
United States Senate, 

The inspiring theme was Franklin Mac- 
Veagh. The golden-tongued orator who rose 
to the level of the occasion and, if the admir- 
ing reporters can be trusted several feet 
above it, was Mr. O’ Donnell of Bloomington. 
Mr. MacVeagh is now upon a foreign shore. 
When the paper containing Mr. O’Donnell’s 
beautiful tribute reaches him he will know 
that though absent he is not forgotton. 

Mr. O’Donnell’s nominating speech gives 
evidence of research as well as of eloquence, 
Nearly all Americans have seen or heard of 
the colossal statue of Liberty at the entrance 
to New York Harbor. No one before Mr. 
O'Donnell has discovered its real nature. He 
says We have many liberty-inspiring insti- 
tutions, many solid symbols of patriotism. 
There is one that outdves all others because 
of its awful presence, its blaze of grandeur, 
and its unfathomable influence. The hol- 
low statue of Liberty is one of the “ institu- 
tions of America, along with manhood suf. 
frage, trial by jury, freedom of speech, and 
the Democratic party. This was not known 
before. 

His description of this institution or symbol 
is very pretty. ‘‘It is America’s lighthouse, 
standing on the continent’s [shirt] front like 
a huge diamond [on the bosom of an Alder- 
man!] telling of unspeakable wealth.“ The 
words in brackets are omitted by the report- 
ers, but they are necessary to complete the 
beauty of the sentence. Besides being an in- 
stitution, a symbol, and a lighthouse, the 
statue is also a bronzed sentinel standing in 
solemn and silent eloquence, differing in 
those respects from Mr. O'Donnell. 

The orator stated that there were several 
other things to which he could liken the 
statue, ‘‘ tossing roses in the air like a frolic- 
some girl in a flower garden. But he fore- 
bore, for these are empty words. They con- 
vey the hope but not the reality.“ There isa 
tone of impending gloom in these words, as 
if perhaps the statue ought to be all the 
things he said, but was not. The gloom deep- 
ened and the faces of his hearers grew solemn 
as he proceeded to inform them that owing 
to the money powers a condition existed 
in this country *‘ patterned after but far more 
bold and vicious than the surreptitious taxa- 
tion employed away back in the days of Au- 
gustus Cesar and those before him, when it 
was taught that the masses should be kept in 
ignorance.” 

This is grand but obscure. Whether he had 
in mind Wall Street, the sugar trust, or the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff is not clear. On some 
future occasion Mr. O'Donnell, whose famil- 
ijarity with Roman history will be of great 
assistance to him in molding the legislation 
of the General Assembly, ought to go into 
this subject more fully. 

When the wealth of a nation,” said Mr. 
O'Donnell, is accumulated into the control 
of a few per cent of the people of that nation 
a collapse is inevitable.“ Theretore ip his 
opinion “ the time is ripe for another Jeffer- 
son or another Lincoln,“ so there may be no 
collapse in the United States. But Jefferson 
and Lincoln are dead and buried and the 
crisis is near at hand. Who shall confront 
and overcome it? Mr. O'Donnell did not 
hesitate to tell.

Veagh,”’ the “ patriot,” the tariff reformer,” 
the “masterly lea er, who got awfully 
licked, the “Chesterfield in private Hife 
this is stealing. Joseph Chesterfield Mackin’s 
thunder—the ‘scholar in politics,” and the 
President in embryo.“ 

The hour of danger is coming, but so is the 
man of destiny. The crisis and the collapse 
are in embryoas yet. By the time they are 
fully developed a President, now in embryo 
like them, will be on the ground to meet 
them. His name is Franklin MacVeagh of 
Illinois. Democratic aspirants for the Presi- 
dency will please heed the words of the Bloom- 


ington prophet. 


Mr. Samust W. ALLExton says, speaking of 
dishonesty in the Council: Don't we en- 
courage corruption? We elect a man Alder- 
man, and what do we pay him? Only $175a 
vear. No, we do not. It is very difficult 
to make a dishonest man honest by paying 
him two or three thousand dollars a year 
when he can make more than that, with little 
likelihood of detection, by selling franchises 
to wealthy fellow-citizens, Pay the Aldermen 
fifty or sixty thousand a year and they may be 
bribed thus into being honest, but even then 
they might not withstand temptation if they 
thought they would not be discovered. Con- 
gressmen get much more than $175 a year, 
but they have been corrupt, There was the 
Crédit Mobilier scandal, for instance. If a 
man had to get his living by being an Alder- 
man as other men get their living by being 
bank clerks or cashiers in stores Mr. Aller- 
ton’s question would be pertinent. Fair pay 
is cne of the best antidotes for dishonesty, 
But there is no reason why a man should ex- 
pect to make his living by being an Alderman. 
He should be willing to work for nothing for 
the sake of the honor. Men serve gladly for 
nothing in European cities, and why should 
not they here? Is it because of a lack of 
municipal pride or because nothing is deemed 
honorable which is not profitable? If first- 
class men were chosen Aldermen there would 
be no objection to giving them salaries, but 
such men would not ask for them. The bad 
feature of the case is that the kind of men 
who are needed as Aldermen have not a sense 
of public duty strong enough to induce them 
to seek such positions. 


Tun Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means has reported to the House a bill 
to take off the discriminating duty of one- 
tenth of a cent per pound on sugar imported 
from countries paving a duty on exports. It 
is high time, Germany has retaliated by 
shutting out various important American 
products. Sweden, Denmark, and Belgium 
have prohibited the introduction of American 
cattle and dressed beef, partly of their own 
motion and partly acting under German 
influence, Austria-Hungary has protested 
against this discriminating duty and is taking 
steps to prohibit or restrict the cntrance of 
American meats. If a stop is not put to this 
speedily the entire continent will be closed to 
certain American products and Great Britain 
will remain the only customer. In viewof the 
harm which this duty hasdone and is doing 
there should not be the least opposition 
to its repeal. There will not be in the House, 
It is understood that when it reaches the Sen- 
ate the Louisiana Senators will fight it on the 
untenable ground that it will lessen the pro- 
tection given to the sugar-growers of their 
State. It is to be hoped that they will have 
the aid of no other Senators and that no Re- 
publican will assist them actively or pagsive- 
ly. If the Democrats are ready to undo only 
one of the blunders committed by them at 
the last session they should be aided in it, 
especiaily when that blunder is one affecting 
seriously so many important American inter. 
ests. 


Ax exchange neatly calls the Japanese the 
Yankees of the Pacific.“ At the beginning of 
the present war it was assumed there was lit- 
tle hope for the success of the Japanese unless 
they dealt some telling strokes before winter 
set in, as the winter season would lay an em- 
bargo upon movements of any kind and the 
three-months’ delay would enable the Chinese 
to mass their immense forces, The Japs dealt 
their telling strokes before winter. They had 
routed the Chinese out of Corea, invaded 
China, and defeated the Celestials whenever 
and wherever they encountered them. Then 
winter set in, but the Japs kept right on as 
vigorously as they had done in the autumn. 
Slowly but surely they are investing Pekin 
by land and water. Teng Chow, opposite 
Port Arthur, has been taken, and the fail of 
Wei-Hai-Wei is only a question of time. From 
present appearances the Japs will be at Pekin 
before the winter is over. Meanwhile the 
Chinese nonentity at the head of the govern- 
ment devotes his time mainly to beheading 
his defeated Generals, threatening to commit 
suicide, and rendering powerless Li Hung 
Chang, the only Chinaman who seems to 
have any sense left.

‘Wasmueron, D. C., Jan. 23.—Admiral Car- 

r has cabled to the Navy Department 
that he has landed marines at Chefoo for the 

tection of the Consulate. He reports that 
the commanders of the Freneh and German 
tarships have pursued the same course. 
Capt. Folger of the United States ship York. 
town toduy cabled the Navy Department froin 
Chefro as follows: 

Tung Chew, Chins, was bombarded by ten Jap- 
anese vessels Jan. 18 and 19, Jan. 21, in answer 
to an appeal of missionaries, and as travel by 
land was considered impracticable, the York- 
town transported to Chefoo seventeen women, 
children, and sick of the missionary families. 
Jan. 20 and 21 the Japanese, covered by twenty- 
threo of their men-of-war, landed a large force 
at Shantung Promontory to attack the Chinese 
fortifications of Wei-Hai-Wei. Jan. 22 a small 
force was landed at Chefoo from this veasel to 
protect neutral citizens and property. 

The Yorktown is still at Chefoo, which is a 

eral rendezvous for the foreign men-of- 
war on the China station, and no doubt is felt 
here that all foreign interests in the vicinity 
are amply protected. It is not believed that 
the Japaness forces will attempt to capture 
the place, which might be easily effected if 
desired because of the insignificant defenses 
of the town. 

To Avoid Complications. 

In the first place Chefoo has no strategic 
importance, and in the second place it is a 
treaty port. and so far the Japanese have 
carefully refrained from even occupying such 
ports, probably to avoid giving umbrage to 
foreign powers, some of whom are suspected 
of looking for any plausible pre- 
text for interfering in the pres- 
ent struggle between Japan and China. 
The only danger to be apprehended by 
foreigners at Chefoo therefore lies in the 


Chinese troops, who are reported to be in a 


mutinous spirit, but they would undoubtedly 
be restricted by the presence of the large 
naval forces now in the harbor. As for the 
American migsionaries in that part of China, 
it is believed they are now all inthe town 
itself as Minister Denby some time ago ad- 
vised them to gather at the United States Con- 
sulates, and the Yorktown probably gathered 
up the tast of those who remained outside 
when the Japanese bombared Teng Chen Fo. 

Lonpos, Jan. 23.—A dispatch from Che- 
foo says sailors from all the foreign warships 
have been landed to protect the consulates of 
the different countries they represent. Ad- 
vices to the Pali Mall Gazette, under date of 
Dec. 4, published this afternoon, report that 
a panic existed then among the inhabitants 
of Chefoo on account of the proximity of 
the Japanese soldiers to that city, and the 
Chinese troops were said to be upon the point 
of mutiny. 

Missionaries in Peril. 


It is added that owing to diplomatic otjec- 
tions the plan was not to land any blue jack- 
ets from the foreign warships without urgent 
necessity for sodoing. But the signal-men 
ashore and afloat were to remain on the look- 
out day and night so long as the wea‘her was 
clear and safe. It is added that frequent gales 
ofsnow and spray obscured the signals in 
town. Continuing, the correspondent says: 
* All the male foreigners, numbering thirty, 
are armed and they are able to hold the 
Chinese in check until help arrives. But, 
God help the outlying American missions.“

BARRIOS LOOKS TO SPAIN FOR AID. 


Guatemala as Well as Mexico Preparing 
for a Big War. 

Crry or Mexico, via Laredo, Tex., Jan. 23. 
—Reyna Barrios, President of Guatemala, 
hus mortgaged all his plantations and sent 
the money to Spain. Tne Guatemala answer 
to President Diaz’s ultimatum is expected to 
be received Jan. 24. 

The students who declared in favor of war 
Jan. 22 are of the best families of Mexico. 
It is by their combined effort that the obnox- 
ious bill for the conversion of the English 
debt was thrown out of Congress in 1884. 
They have been remarkably free in their crit- 
icism of the government policy. The dignified, 
firm attitude of President Diaz in question of 
the hour has won their hearts and the meeting 
of yesterday was called to support him in the 
stand he has taken. The great mass of stu- 
dents rushed upstairs into the palace shout- 
ing for President Diaz. After some little de- 
lay the doors of the Ambassador’s office were 
thrown open and an immense throng entered 
the saloon, but tne hall would not hold all 
who demanded admittance and the doors were 
shut against a great multitude seeking en 
trance. The appearance of President Diaz 
by a side door was the signal for an enthusi- 
astic cheer. 

The studeat Rivera Mutie delivered an en- 
ergetic discourse to the President, who was 
accompanied by the following members of 
his Cabinet: Messre. Romero, Rubio, Liman- 
tour, und Fernandez Leal, and also Gen. Rin- 
con Gallarde, Governor of the Federal Dis- 
trict, and Gen. Pardillo, Governor of the 
palace. The youthful speaker gave a short 
synopsis of the history of the wars of Mexico 
f rom the time of Cundtitemoc to the present 
and at the close presented the document 
which had been signed by the students and 
hundreds of the people. Followmg is the 
translation of the document: 

Mr. President: The cause of the fatherland is 
the cause of its sons. The students of this capi- 
tal have always received glorious ideas with en- 
thusiasm. Today, asthe international question 
pending with Guatemala agitates the entire re- 
public, they come en masse, impelled by the 
most ardent patriotism, to give their vote of ap- 
proval to the dignified and energetic attitude 
which you have observed and to offer you their 
service in the unfortunate case, that the question 
will have t be decided by means of arms. We 
protest to you the consideration of our apprecia- 
tion and most profound respect. 

President Diaz made an eloquent off-hand 
address to the students, which was frequently 
interrupted by tremendous applause. He 
said in substance that the government es- 
teemed and appreciated the offer so gener- 
ously and nobly made by the patriotic youths. 
The addreas and the vehemence with which it 
had been presented were but natural, owing to

He Was on a Roof and Was Said to Be 
‘Throwing Stones, Which Be Denies 
Troops Shoot at All Open Windows, 
Nearly Killing Innecent Women «and 
Children=Henry Ahns Dies in the Hos- 
pitaleNo Sign of a Break in the Strike 
General News of New York. 


New Tonk, Jan. 23.—[(Special.|—Affairs 
gtow worse in kiyn instead of getting 
better. This afterndon a man named Thomas 
Carney was fatally shot by a private of the 
Thirteenth Regiment. Carney is a roofer. 
He was on the roof of house No. 444 Hicks 
street. It is said he threw stones at the sol- 
diers. His statement was that he was only 
viewing the marching of the troops. At the 
hospital it is said Carney could not live, The 
Thirteenth Regiment was marching through 
Hicks street, and had just turned in from At. 
lantic avenue. Orders had been sent out that 
all windows and doors should be kept closed.

You think 
you're a fighter. But you sban’t kill any 
more men. ; 

Then he took deliberate aim at the Major 
and fired. The bullet struck the West Side 
trolley wire and glanced off. The wire was 
cut in two and fell spluttering to the ground, 
pe Sa traffic, but it probable saved the 
Major's life. The shooter was arrested by a 
file of men. He was found in bed. He was 
heid for felonious assault. 

A woman in a tenement house at Baltic and 
Hicks streets, owned by City Works Commis- 
sioner Alfred T. White, refused to ciose her 
window. A bullet crasbed directly above her 
head and she shut the shutter quickly. It is 
said six bullets were fired into the window of 
a house near Atlantic avenue. Wherever 
people were found congregated in doorways 
or street corners they were chased away at the 
bayonet point. E. Mathieson, a tailor at No. 
431 Hicks street, was standing in his store look - 
ing out through the glass door with John Dohl. 
a 3 and another person, a customer. Four 
soldiers marcaing along the sidewalk mo- 
tioned the men to go away from the door. 
They hesitated a moment and one of the sol- 
diers thrust his bayonet through the glass, 
just grazing Dohl's hand. 

Reckless Shooting at Windows. 


On the return trip of the militia through 
Hicks street the same frequent firing con- 
tinued. Shots were sent up at every open 
window. No one was injured, however. 
Maj. Cochrane was the commanding officer. 
Mrs, Sarah Fisher, who lives on the third 
floor of No. 439 Hicks street, says she was 
at the open window of her apartments with 
her two little children when the soldiers came 
along. She had just closed the window when 
one of the soldiers fired. Tho bullet struck 
an iron balcony outside, glanced, and crashed 
through a glass door leading to the balcony. 
Later examination showed the heavy bullet 
had also gone completely through a door at 
the rear of a hall. 

Residents along the street say the soldiers 
fired indiscriminately. Michael O' Rourke, 
on the third floor of a tenement-house at 
Hicks and Amity streets, laid up with a lame 
foot, was sitting at the window with one foot 
on the silland the other onachair. When 
the militia came along he looked down and 
saw four privates pointing guns at him. They 
cried out: Take dows your foot and shut 
the window!’’ I'll do nothing of the kind!“ 
retorted O Rourke. 1 my rent here 
and as long as I behave myself I shall do as i 
please. Crack went a rifle, but O’Rourke’s 
foot escaped. O' Rourke, thinking bianks 
were being fired, laughed. He then caught 
sight, he said, of a soldier taking careful aim 
at him. He thought it was time to get in, 
and as he moved the soldier fired, tne bullet 
crashing through the sash and breaking the 

laster in the wall beyond Mr. O’Rourke’s 


ead. 

John Meade, 42 years old, of No. 439 
Hicks street, pointed a revolver at Corporal 
Plate of Company I, Thirteenth Regiment, 
while the soldiers were marching through 
Hicks street. He was arrested before he had 
time to shoot, and was locked up in the 
Fifteenth Street Station- House.

Hard to Get Food for New Men. 


Considerable difficulty is being experienced 
in securing food for the employ of the rail- 
road compauies in Flatbush. The restaurant- 
keepers and the storekeepers refuse to sell 
their goods tu any one who is actively er- 
gaged in defeating the strikers.

He carelessly glanced through 
the committee communication, but refused 
to either entertain the proposition or enter 
into any discussion of the situation. The 
committee returned to the strikers’ head- 
quarters on Bridge street and reported the re- 
sult of their visit. William J. Richardson is 
the son of Deacon Richardson, who con- 
trolled the Atlantic Avenue railroad at the 
time of the previous strike on the road. 
There never was much love lost between the 
deacon and his employés. In view of his 
antevedents own connection with 
street railroad matters, the selection of Mr. 
Richardson as arbitrator was regarded by the 
managers of the strike as a shrewd move 
which would force Mr. Norton to acquiesce. 
If they are discouraged at the failure they do 
not admit it. President Norton said tonight 
he had just receiveda telegram from St.

Trial of Sheriff Henry Troll. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 23.— The trial of Shoriff 
Henry Troll on the charge of bribery in the re- 
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avenue line of the Brooklyn Heights road. 
Obstructions had been placed on the track 
and twenty troopers went out with workmen 
to clear things away. At Fifty-third street 
250 rioters rushed in front of the cavalry, 
throwing stones.

HE’S A ‘‘HYPNOTIST” OF KANKAKEE 


Will G. Ferris and His Disgusting Exhibi- 
tion in a Down-Town Resort, 

Will G. Ferris, a sallow-faced, cadaverous 
individual who hails trom Kankakee, is dis- 
gusting a great many people by the thorough- 
ly brutal and degrading hypnotic experiments 
which he practices daily upon two boys evi- 
dently hired for that purpose at Frank Hall’s 
Casino. He furnishes amusement to some of 
the patrons of the place, but they are of the 
class which clamors loudest for invitations 
when a hangmmg is abcut to be performed in 
the County Jail. To people endowed with 
even the minimum of sensibility there will be 
found to be little difference vetween witness- 
ing a hang and Ferris’ unnatural tests. 
His subjects do not look as if they could 
claim more than the average allowance of in- 
telligence. Yesterday’ they winked and gasped 
in convulsions incidental to succumbing to 
the hypnotist’s influence while the hypnotist 
proudly explained to the audience that one of 
them bore a scar on his hand where he had 
been burned witha lighted r until the 
flesh had been cooked, Later he borrowed a 
hat-pin from a woman in the audience and 
pierced the cheek of his second subject, after- 
wards sending the boy up and down the aisles 
with the pin still sticking through the flesh. 
When it was withdrawn he exhibited the 
wound to the audience with satisfaction and 
caused it to bleed at will. One of the most 
disgusting experiments of the exhibition was 
that in which he placed the boys in a state of 
catalepsy and proceeded to jump upon them 
with his feet and cause them to support the 
combined weight of four men. An embry- 
otic physician, witha suggestion of a mus- 
tache, attested to the fact that the hypnotist 
had caused the boys’ pulse to rise to 110, and 
afterwards to lower to a point where its beat- 
1 ceased to be perceptible. These were 
one a few of the most brutal of the tests. 
The audience, which was not of a character 
to be proud of, watched the whole affair with 
disgust, and several of the decent ones left 
their seats. The boys are free agents and sub- 
mit to the experiments of their own will, but 
a public sense of decency ought to force the 
man from the Kankakee swamps to confine 
his efforts to the many simple tests which are 
harmless. 


THINK IT WILL BE “NOT GUILTY.” 


Court-Martial Proceeding Against Lieut. 
Paddock Is Ended, 
Court-martial proceeding against Lieut. 
James S. V. Paddock begun at Fort Sheridan 
last Thursday was completed yesterday. 
Owing to the refusal of Judge Kohlsaat of the 
Probate Court of Cook County to issue an 
order on the Northern Trust company de- 
mandmg that certain vouchers held by the 
company as conservator for the defendaat be 
produced in evidence thé testimony for the 
prosecution was weak and it is the general 
opinion among army men at the post that a 
verdict of acquittal will be sent to Wash- 
ington. Judge Advocate Maj. S. W. Grosbeck 
said he had been unable to obtain possession 
of the pay accounts of Lieut. Paddock for 
July and August, 1893. alleged to have been 
duplicated. He moved secondary evidence 
be admitted. The motion was sustained, and 
H. Stacey of Leavenworth, Kas., who is 
alleged to have received one of the duplicate 
vouchers, testified he had no money trans- 
actions with Lieut. Paddock since 1892. 
Hilliard Hickok, a real estate broker of Kan- 
sas City, denied having in his possession any 
pay accounts drawn by the defendant for 
July and August, 1893. When asked if 
at any time he had such papers he declined 
toanswer. Attorney Frank Blair, counsel 
for the defense, offered in evidence a docu- 
ment showing that July 26, 1893, a jury in 
the Probate Court of Cook County found the 
defendant not responsible to manage his es- 
tate and appointed a conservator, He also 
offered a statement from the accused stating 
that Sept. 29, 1879, while in the Milk River 
engagement Lieut. Paddock received a gun- 
shot wound in the grein. While in the hos- 
ital Lieut. Paddock took morphine, The 
bit grew and soon he lost all his property 
and in 1892 wandered to Chicago. Most of 
the time préceding 1893 he claims to have 
been not in his right mind. A sealed verdict 
was returned.

MRS, BALLINGTON BOOTH TALKS OF | 


HER NEW SOHEME, 


She Has an Idea to Establish in Chicago a 
Home for Fallen Women Where They 
May Regain Their Self-Respect and Be- 
come Useful Members of Society What 
the Salvationist Has to Say of Her Pet 
Scheme<How It Is to Be Carried Out 
Money to Be Raised, 


Mrs. Ballmgton Booth was all animation 
last night as she talked of her latest pet 
scheme for Chicago—a home of refuge for 
fallen women. Mrs. Booth has beautiful 
hands, and she hasa fashion of winding her 
slendes fingers in and out as she talks. Our 
first odject, she said, is to make the refuge 
a home in the best sense of the word. It will 
be in no way an institution. Among the 
women which we find there are all grades. 
Some will be good cooks, some good seam- 
stresses, Others will take to fancy work, 
and there are always musicians among them. 
The home will be in charge of 
kind, sensible women, who will be sisters to 
those who find their way there. The days will 
be filled so full of wors, each put to the task 
most congenial to her, that there will be no 
time left to miss the excitement and glitter 
left behind. We sill have classes, too, and 
these will be our strongest hope for ultimate 
reformation. The women will be brought to 
see life in a different light. And when they 
find themselves treated as women and as 
eguals by other women, hope will come back 
into their lives.”’ 

This was Mrs. Booth’s brief outline of the 
work: We will move cautiously at first,” 
she-said, until we have things on a sound 
financial basis. We expect to raise the money 
for the beginning largely through the rich 
women of Chicago.” 

The meetings to be held here during the 
next two days will be devoted mainly to the 
interests of this new venture. The home will 
be advertised through the women of the Sal- 
vation Army, who visit saloons and dives and 
walk the streets at night in search of those 
whom they may assist. Women only are 
used in the rescue work. Mrs. Booth says the 
work is fraught with greater difficulties in 
this country than in Europe. In the first 
place there are more foreigners to contend 
with. The greatest difficulty is that the women 
can make so much money in this country.

There 
is no outside life or pleasures. The only 
life is the family life. The women spin, knit, 
and do fine embroidery, but I think y show 
their ponte nature and refinement by the beauti- 
ful colors they weave into their fabrics.

ships; that we cordially approve the action of 
our Nation in introducing an N into these 
offenses, and strongly enjoin the President and 
all in a position of official responsibility to move 
in these investigations to the deepest intent in 
their power.

The case of Mrs. Mary Wood, widow of Ar- 
thur Wood, against the city for $5,000 dam- 
ages for the death of her husband, went to the 
jury last evening and a sealed verdict will be 
handed in this mornmg. The case, which is 
in Judge Dunne’s court, took a peculiar turn 
yesterday, when Attorney Richolson for the 
city refused to put in any evidence for the de- 
fense. Wood was a night watchman and in 
1891 was trying to get into the detective 
headquarters at the Central Station, through 
the side door opening into the court between 
the City Hall ard County Buildmg, when he 
fell into the basement and received mortal 
injuries, The opening is used for the recep- 
tion of lumber for the city meter department 
and it was not guarded by a fence. Mr. 
Richolson, after all the evidence for the plain- 
tiff had been heard, moved the case be taken 
from the jury on the ground the city was not 
liable, area between the two public 
buildings, he said, is not a public highway for 
use of the public but a private ground. 
said, was a bare licensee under the com- 
mon law and his presence on the private 
round of the city had not been invited. The 
oor he was trying to find in the dark was 
one used only by the detectives, and there 
were three public entrances to the place. 
Judge Dunne refused to take the case from 
the jury and Mr. Richolson announced he 
would not present any evidence but would go 
to the jury on the question of the liability of 
the city. The city will appeal. 


Mary G. Hennessy Wants Damages. 


The suit of Mary G. Hennessy against Abraham 
F. Doremus, Edwin D. Ellis, and Merrill Spald- 
ing is on trial in Judge Dunne’s court. The 
plaintiff had a laundry office at No. 133 North 
Clark street. She claims her business was broken 
up by the Chicago Laundrymen's Association, of 
which defendants were managers. The terms 
upon which the various laundries had done work, 
she says, was 65 percent. In 1891, she alleges, 
she received notice from the association she must 
pay 85 percent. This she refused and the asso- 
ciation, she alleges, induced or compelled the 
various laundries to refuse to receive her work 
and her business was destroyed. She is suing for 
$10,000 damages.

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It Is Said He Has Embezzied from the 
Firm He Worked For. 


Morris B. Pike is charged with embezzling 
asum of money in excess of $6,000 of the 
funds of the International Cement company, 
No. 159 La Salle street, of which he has been 
Vice-President since its organization one 
year ago. Pike was taken before Justice 
White yesterday afternoon and was held in 
$2,500 bonds for appearance Feb. 2. The 
prieoner’s attorney, J. H. Waters, was ac- 
cepted as a man. Pike was arrested 
Jan. 5, and for three days he was held with- 
out an appearance in court. This was done 
at his own request, for he did not wish his 
arrest to be made public. At the end of three 
days he was released, but was kept under 
surveillance by Detective J. H. Lobell until 
his rearrest yesterday. The detective 
says Pike was allowed his liberty 
on account of his wife’s illness. The charges 
against Pike are to the effect that beginning 
two months prior to his first arrest he began 
opening the tirm’s mail and taking checks 
and money from the letters and failmg to ac- 
count for them. The peculations were de- 
tected by letters from customers, who asked 
why second bills had been rendered when 
they had been paid once. Attorney David 8. 
Geer said yesterday that owing to the way Mr. 
Pike had dovetailed in the accounts on the 
books it was impossible to telt the amount of 
the embezzlement, though probably it was 
more thun $6,000 and less than 514.000.

NAREOW ESCAPE OF AN ELECTRIC CAR. 


Passengers Thrown in a Heap as a Freight 
Train Hits the Platform. 

Twenty-five passengers were thrown from 
tiwir seats in a Forty-seventh street electric 
car yesterday morning by a collision at the 
Grand Trunk crossing. No one was seriously 
injured. The accident happened at 10 o'clock. 
Electric car No. 1,640 was crossing the’tracks 
from the west. The conductor had run ahead 
and signaled the motorman to make the 
crossing. Apparently he failed to see that a 
Grand Trunk-engine was backing seven cars 
towards Forty-seventh street. The cars only 
were visible from his position, the locomotive 
being at the other end of the train. John 
Brown, flagman at the crossing, saw the 
danger and shouted to attract the motorman’s 
attention.

DOES NUT COMMAND IT 


| OHAIRMAN MADDEN SAYS HIB IN- 


TENTION WAS TO SUGGEST. 


Afier a Conference with the Mayor, Cor- 
poration Counsel, and Controller the 
Finance Committee Leader Shifts His 
Position=All Overdrafts to Be Wiped 
Out and the Year’s Books to Be Started 
Fresh=Suits Against Town Collectors to 
Compel Payment to the City. 


Chairman Madden says the Council Finance 
committee does not want to run the executive 
branch of the municipal government, and 
Mayor Hopkins says he does not think there 
is a disposition on the part of Chairman Mad- 
den to do more than make suggestions that 
will keep departments inside of appropria- 
tions. There was a special meeting of the Fi- 
nance committee yesterday afternoon at which 
the Mayor, Corporation Counsel Palmer, and 
Controller Jones were present. It was 
called to balance up the books of the Con- 
troller and bunch unexhausted appropriations 
in the general fund, This business, how- 


ever, was not t@nsacted, 

Chairman Madden said all the committee 
did was to request the Mayor to direct the 
heads of departments to send in their esti- 
mates for the coming year. He ulso said the 
Finance committee had no intention of tell- 
ing the Executive Departmert of the govern- 
ment what it should do, or interfere in any 
way. Mayor Hopkins saw there was nothing of 
interest in the conference. Corporation Coun- 
sel Palmer intimated there would be no neces- 
sity of his preparing an opinion as to whether 
a veto message would lie in connection with 
the Madden motion to ratify the action of the 
Finance committee. He also spoke apologet- 
ically about the order sent out by Chairman 
Madden to the heads of departments Satur- 
day and said the one he received was simply 
a suggestion. The indications are Chairman 
Madden shifted somewhat 1n his position, al- 
though he claims it never was the intention 
to assume to dictate. 

When the Mayor was asked if he would 
send a message to the Council or take any 
notice of the physical encounter Monday 
night he would not commit himeelf. 

Chairman Madden has made up his mind 
to start the city this year with a clean set of 
books by obliterating all overdrafts. Con- 
troller Jones was requested to prepare a state- 
ment showing how much money it wouid take 
to wipe out all the overdrafts. Mayor Hopkins 
said the overdrafts or shortages in the funds 
have been materially increased during the 
last year or two on account of the greatly in- 
creased amount of uncollected taxes, that it 
will be increased again this year and every 
year until there is a change in the system of 
assessment. He claims the Assessors in the 
various towns reduce the assessment on realty 
and to. make things appear even on the rec- 
ords increase fictitious personal property, se 
when the Coliector goes to collect the per- 
sonal tax he finds no such persons as those as- 
sessed on the books. This tax is then reported 
as uncollected. A balance of $470,000 re- 
mains fo the city from 1893. 

It has been customary to figure this short- 
age caused by uncollected taxes as 2 per cent 
of the appropriations. The shortage for 
1893 was nearly 5 per cent, the Mayor said. 
and it will be greater for 1894. It is claimed 
something like $500,000 has been spent in 
excess of the appropriations, but the Mayor, 
on the other hand, has a statement he will 
give out in a day or two which shows the city 
gearly $1,000,000 better off than it-was this. 
time last year. He claims the uncoliected

Corporation Counsel Palmer Will Begin

Cor- 
poration Counsel Palmer said last night he 
would file the petitions in a short time. The 
city has not paid the salaries of the police- 
men and firemen for the month of Decem- 
ber, and the Mayor is anxious that they 
should have the money, so the case will be 
pushed. The suit which Mr. Palmer will 
commence —— the bondsmen will be an 
action for debt. 

The Controller said yesterday all of the 
collectors upon whom he has made demands 
for money have insisted they have not made 
any collections, and complained the County 
Clerk was late in getting the books ready. 
It is understood the law department is in 
possession of evidence certain collectors have 
made collections. There are several of them 
who have had their books over thirty days. 
Henry Wulff, the retiring County Clerk, 
should have had the books ready by Dec. 1, 
and there is no doubt the collections were 
delayed to some extent on this account. 


WEIR IS GIVEN SEC, F CONTRACT, 


Drainage Board Makes the Award and 
the Cincinnati Man May Have to Pay. 

F. C. Weir of Cincinnati will learn at the 
cost of 55.000 that it does not pay to bid on 
a Drainage Board contract and then attempt 
to withdraw from the field after the bids are 
in. Mr. Weir was the lowest bidder on Sec. 
F, forfeited by Ricker & Lee. Last week he 
wrote a letter tothe board, asking to be re- 
lieved from his offer, which was the lowest 
one made, giving asan excuse that he had 
found the material to be excavated more diffi- 
cult, than he was led to believe. Yesterday 
the Finance committee reported the result of 
the bidding and recommended the award to F. 
C. Weir, at his figure of $183,585. and the 
Board of Trustees adopted the report and 
ordered the return of all of the checks of the 
other bidders.

TALK IN THE HOTEL OORRIDORS. 


Commerce Commissioners Look Up Local 
Traffic and Speak of Pooling. 
Inter-State Commerce Commissioners Mor- 
rison and Yeomans arrived at the Palmer 
House yesterday, for the remainder of the 
week to study up the entire question of trans- 
portation out of Chicago. During the after- 
noon they had a conference with N. G. Igle- 
hart of the Chicago Freight Bureau relative 
to a number of grievances which Chicago 
shippers claim to be suffering from railroads, 

The two Commissioners armed themselv 
with all the books of statistics regarding 
transportation from this city, and prepared 
for considerable study on the situation. Both 
Col. Morrison and Mr. Yeomans believed 
the pooling bill would pass Congress and be- 
come a law. 

„Ot course the bill is gomg to become a 
law,“ Col. Morrison said, for what have the 
railroads had a big lobby in Washington so 
long for? Inthe past shippers have relied 
upon competition between the railroads to 
give them reasonable rates. With competi- 
tion completely stifled by the pooling bull, 
shippers will be at the mercy of the roads to 
a large extent. The bill will make it atill 
harder to enforce the inter-State commerce 
law than it has been. 

I believe the measure will give stable and 
uniform rates, zuid Mr. Yeomans, ‘* That 
was the purpose of the inter-State commerce 
act, but the inability of railroad men to main- 
tain their agreements has largely prevented 
it. To my mind it is more important to bus- 
iness that rates be stable and uniform, so 
long as they are reasonable, than any ad- 
vantage which shippers can obtain from the 
undue competition of the roads for business. 
There are some amendments which 1 think 
would have improved greatly the pooling bili 
and removed its more objectionable features, 
but Ido not think the country will suffer 
either inconvenience or loss from the passage 
of the measure as it is. 

Neither of the Commissioners would state 
the purpose for which they were gathering 
their statistics about Chicago transportation.

HOPES THE BULLET WILL HELP IT. 


Defense in the Moran-Healy Trial Wants 
the Lead Placed in Evidence, 

Fred Hess was the first witness in the 
Moran-Healy trial yesterday. He said he did 
not see either Moran or Healy in Northelfer’s 
saloon the night of the killing of Swan Nelson, 
and he only knew Healy by sight. Kelin 
Hein, a baker, No. 2510 Archer avenue, was 
the next witness.

He saw Nelson disappear between two houses 
and soon after heard revolver shots, After- 
ward he saw Nelson lying on the side- 
walk while the policemen were awaiting 
the arrival of the patrol wagon. 
Otto Bjorkman No. 3204 Archer avenue, at 
whose house Swan Nelson spent Christmas eve, 
1893,before he was shotſto death by Moran and 
Healy, testified in the atternoon. is testi- 
mony was confined principally to a * 
tion of the wounds in Nelson’s body. a 
Bjorkman left the stand the State announced 
that it rested its case. The defense asked, by 
way of a motion, that the State produce and 
place in evidence the bullet which was said to 
have caused the death of Swan Nelson, and 
that a physician who was present at the post- 
mortem and whose name had been furnished 
the prosecution be called. The court over- 
ruled the motion, and adjourned to 
10 o'clock today when the defense 
will apen its side of the case. 
The reason the bullet produced in court was 
not introduced in evidence was that iis 
identity was not clearly established. Dr. 
Cole, who extracted it, could not identify 
the bullet exhibited in court. He said he 
gave it to Dr. Kahike, who afterward handed 
him a bullet which he supposed was the same 
one, but he could not say itively it was. 
The prosecution did not call Dr. Kahike, as 
the defense hoped it would. It is said it 
would ba ve. been shown that the bullet was not 
of the same caliber as those used. by Moran 
and Healy the night Nelson was killed. In 
reply to this thé prosecution says the bullet 
taken from Nelson’s body was so battered 
that no one could tell what caliber or size it 
had originaliy been.

BILL OF PARTIOULARS IN ELEOTION 
FRAU D OASE FILED, 


The Charges Allege That the Defendants 
Olled the Ballots Before Giving (Them 
to Voters, That the Marking Might Be 
Observed hy the J udges=Intimidation 
by Force, the Use of Force, False Re- 
turns, and Other Items Stated at Length 
in the Bil. 

The bill of particulars in the election fraud 
case against James J. Flynn et al, relating to 
the crimes committed in the Twenty-fifth 
Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward, where 
Flynn was the Democratic judge, was filed 
in the Criminal Court yesterday. The bill is 
signed by State’s-Attorney Kern, John 8, Mil- 
ler, and W. S. Forrest, special counsel for the 
people. It embodies the results of investiga- 
tions made by the Civic Federation, and sets 
forth in detail the criminal acts alleged 
against the defendants, including assaults 
and intimidation of voters, altercation and 
substitution of ballots, preventing Repub- 
lican judges from performing their duties, 
and other offenses. 

The bill is filed in compliance with the 
order of the court entered Jan. 22. The de- 
fendants ure charged with a conspiracy, 
which the People will contend was only a 
part of another conspiracy to prevent certain 
duly qualified voters from freely exercising 
the right of suffrage. 

It is charged that upon all the official bal- 


lots used at the precinct the defendants put 


kerésene oil before the ballots were handed 
to the voters in order that the marks made 
upon the ballots by the voters could be seen 
by the defendants without entirely unfolding 


the ballots, 
Wrong Kind of Curtains, 


It is alleged also that the defendants re- 
moved or caused to be removed portions of 
the curtains intended to screen the entrance 
to the polling booths, and put up or caused to 
be put up curtains in such a way that a por- 
tion of the space on each side of the entrance 
was not screened, and the curtains being 80 
hung was for the purpose of énabling the 
defendants to see how voters marked 
their ballots in order that they might disturb, 
annoy, intimidate, and interfere with the 
voters; and that the defendants did look and 
note how the voters marked their ballots; 
that they disturbed, annoyed, and in- 
terfered with the voters, and, with- 
out the consent of the voters, insistea 
upon marking their ballots and directing 
them how to mark their ballots different 
from the way in which the voters wished. It 
is charged that ballots, official and not offi- 
cial, were furnished voters which contained 
— in front of the names of certain candi- 

ates, 

‘The defendants are alleged to have taken 
the official ballots from the hands of the vot- 
ers before they were proffered to the judges 
and then ejected the voters from the polling 
place, depriving them of the right to see 
whether their ballot# were properly deposited. 
The defendants are charged with neglecting 
to put up a guard rail as required by law, or 
with having removed it after it was put up. 

The defendants, it is alleged, maintained 
and kept up a barricade or obstruction con- 
sisting of a line of persons, including the de- 
fendants and others, between all the officers 
of election, except James J. Fiynn, and the 
voting booths, the ballot-box, and the pile of 
official ballots for the purpose of preventing 
the election officers, except Flynn, from see- 
ing and noting what the defendants and Flynn 
were doing to the voters, to the official bal- 
lots, and to the ballots that were not official, 


and what Flynn did with the ballots after he 


received them from the voters. 
Ran the Whole Thing, 


It is charged further that the defendants 
prevented the two other judges from remov- 
ing the barricade or obstruction. The bill 
says the defendants maintained the line of 
persons for the purpose of being in a position 
to insult, maltreat, and interfere with and 
eject from the polling place voters who should 

rotest agairst the manner in which James 
J. Flynn handled their ballots. « 

The defendants are charged with having 
threatened personal violence, and by force 
with having intimidated the election judges— 
Alexander Glass and W. H. Lewis—and with 
having struck Glass, and by violence com- 
pelling Glass and Lewis to sit and remain in 
such a situation that they were unable to see 
in what condition the official ballots were; 
whether they were saturated with oil; how 
the voters were treuted, or how James J. 
Flynn disposed of them. 

The bill declares the defendants took from 
the voters the prepared ballots and that Flynn 
unlawfully refused to deposit them in the 
box, and the defendants then unlawfully 
struck and beat the voters and ejected them 
from the polling place. James J. Flynn, itis 
alleged, insisted he was the judge ol election 
and should receive the ballots, and refused to 
let either of the other judges receive the ballots 
because he wished to be ina position to de- 
posit whatever ballots he saw fit, that he 
might substitute tor Republican ballots the 
baliots of the Democratic candidates. 


As to the Key. 


Flynn is said to have kept the key of the 
ballot box in his pocket, and all the defend - 
ants are charged with preventing the o‘her 
judges from getting possession of the key or 
seeing the bailots delivered to or received 
from the voters, The defendants are alleged 
to have forcibly snatched ballots from voters 
and destroyed them. Some of the defend- 
ants are accused of having opened certain 
ballots to determine for what candidates they 
were intended. It is charged that the defend- 
ants refused to let the Populist challenger 
into the poiling place in order that he :night 
not have the opportunity to obtain evidence 
how the voters were treated ; that they ejected 
voters before they had prepared and offered 
their ballots; that lynn ut into 
his pocket certain official ballots prop- 
erly marked and proffered for deposit by 
voters; that Flyun refused and neglected to 
put in the booths pens, penhoiders, ink, blot- 
ters, and pencils as required by law, and pre- 
vented them from being put in. It is charged, 
furthermore, that before and during the elec. 
tion the defendants warned voters that if they 
attended the poiling place and attempted to 
vote they would be assaulted, intimidated, 
and preventel from voting; that they deliv- 
ered to voters ballots which were not official, 
and received them baek the same as though 
they were official. 

One paragraph of the bill says the de- 
fendants published and delivered a false re- 
turn of the result of an election knowing the 
sume to be false. This is a felony. 


Let in Their Friends. 
The defendants are also charged with allow- 


ing other persons than the officers of election 


to enter the polling place, 

The bill, after stating that such of the de. 
fendants as could not directly connected 
with conspiracy would be regarded as aiding 
and abetting the same by their presence, 
language, and acts, concludes as follows: 

You are further notified that it will be con- 
tended by the Peopie on the trial of said cause 
that the object of the conspiracy into which you 
entered with each other was not only to prevent 
said known and unknowa duly quatified voters 
from freely exercising the right of suffrage at 
said eiection in said precinct, but was also for 
the purpose of enabling you to return as jegaliy 
cast for the Democrats who were — 9 — 
voted for at said election in said precinct a much 
larger number of votes than were 4 lly cast 
by the voters in said precinct at said el for 
said Democrats.

The faculty of the University of Chicago 
now insist that business shall come first and 
pleasure afterwards, and have declared that 
any student to whose work is attached a con- 
dition shall be prohibited from taking part in 
any university entertainment, athletic or 
otherwise. A member of the university 
faculty said last night: ** There has been con- 
siderable ‘ flunking of late among university 
students, and especially in the giea and man- 
dolin clubs, and some of the football men 
have fallen behind in their work. Hereafter, 
any student who is conditioned in his work 
will be probibited from participating in any 
public event held under the auspices of the 
university.“ Prof. Stagg said: The new 
rule will cripple our efforts on the athletic;
